sumably different newsweeklies in San 
Francisco, the East Bay, Seattle, Los An- 
geles, Orange County, Denver, Phoenix, 
Houston, Dallas, St. Louis, Minneapolis, 
Cleveland, New York, Nashville, Ft. Laud- 
erdale, and Miami and has business rela- 
tionships in the Chicago, San Jose, and San 
Diego markets? When you get right down 
to it, there aren’t many other major media 
markets left in America. Furthermore, 
how can actual alternative — and typically 
smaller — publishers of alt-newsweeklies 
reasonably compete, for the advertisers 
they necessarily rely upon, against an 
accommodating publishing giant that 
can reach advertisers’ consumer targets 
across the country? In a hostile corporate 
environment that ever increasingly favors 
national and international brand names 
and chain outlets, it is readily foreseeable 
that advertisers will regularly prefer a 
publisher whose ads reach across the 
United States to a publisher whose ads 
are limited to a single metropolitan area 
or region. 

Three things ought to be done: First, the 
proposed merger should be prohibited — 
in the first place by the federal govern- 
ment and, if not by it, then by our state at- 
torney general. Second, it is quite clear that 
these two corporations have not learned 
from their previous effort to stifle free- 
press alternative viewpoints in Los Ange- 
les and Cleveland, and stiff federal and 
state fines and penalties should be im- 
posed on both for their continued efforts. 
The consent decree they agreed to in 2003 
should have included enforcement pro- 
visions in the event of continued miscon- 
duct, and a proposed merger of the two 
should be prima facie evidence of con- 
tinued improper collusion. Third, per- 
haps it is in the best interests of a free press 
generally and the vast majority of members 
of the Association of Alternative 

Newsweeklies specifically, to consider 
stripping New Times, Village Voice 
Media, and their papers of member- 
ship from that important organization.

Medical pot, done right 


of Supervisors will vote on whether to pass leg- 

islation I authored to regulate medical cannabis 
dispensaries in a manner that puts the interests of 
patients first, balances the concerns of neighbor- 
hoods, and moves us beyond the indifference and 
neglect that put the clubs at risk of intervention by 
federal authorities. 

San Francisco’s first-of-its-kind legislation would 
represent a national model for how a progressive 
city can establish reasonable public health and zon- 
ing oversight that avoids being unduly onerous or 
punitive while assuring patients safe access to med- 
ical cannabis. 

While this legislation is supported by the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union, the National Organiza- 
tion for the Reform of Marijuana Laws, the Drug 
Policy Alliance, Americans for Safe Access, and As- 
sembly member Mark Leno, it’s encountered some 
opposition from those who feel these reforms are 
too lenient or too restrictive. 

For example, some people would like nothing 
more than a Draconian, arbitrarily imposed cap on 
the number of dispensaries — or even an outright 
ban. A ban is crazy. 

A cap would make sense if the City and County of 
San Francisco were to assume the administration 
of medical cannabis through its public health net- 
work, similar to the Santa Cruz model, but due to 
legal barriers this is an improbable path for now. 
There are some pot club representatives who want 
regulations as long as they don’t apply to their own 
operations. 

You've heard of Big Business and Big Oil; now 
comes Big Pot — a growing cottage industry that 
operates in a quasi-illegal climate due to misguid- 
ed federal law but can benefit from being in a 
Proposition 215 state like California if a naunici- 
pality fails to defend patients whose needs are ex- 
ploited for profit. 

Asa longtime proponent of the decriminalization 
of marijuana, I expect medical cannabis to be ac- 
cessible and dirt cheap — or free — for qualified pa- 
tients. As long as medical cannabis is administered 
in the shadows of an unregulated environment,

we're leaving the door open for exploitation and 
profiteering, and, at the same time, we stall a move- 
ment that is poised to challenge the illegality of 
marijuana altogether. 

My legislation attempts to move the ball for- 
ward: It enacts a number of zoning restrictions 
and guidelines for existing and new dispensaries. 
Based on the current population of approximately 
34 clubs, 6 would likely need to relocate within an 
18-month period. That’s relocate — not close. New 
dispensaries would face a Public Health and Plan- 
ning Department hearing to make sure their ap- 
plications conform to city policies. The clubs and 
harm reduction centers would have to comply with 
disability access laws too. 

I wanted to pursue legislation that would treat 
these outlets like pharmacies, but there are legal bar- 
riers to that. So I incorporated a provision that would 
allow up to two 24-hour dispensaries to operate in the 
city, subject to regulatory approval. My bill also sets 
possession and sales guidelines for dispensaries, care- 
givers, and patients. Cannabis dispensaries would be 
allowed to have up to 99 immature plants while pa- 
tients and caregivers could have 24. Any patient can 
possess as much as eight ounces of dry pot and can 
have as much as one ounce for sale. 

It’s worth noting that my initial legislation was 
met with protest by more conservative leaders, who 
professed their support for medical cannabis as 
long as it wasn’t in their hood. I rebuffed that ap- 
proach: The city owes it to medical cannabis dis- 
pensaries —‘and, more important, to the patients 
they serve — to be more accomniodating, rather 
than less, so enabling them to come into compliance. 

Working together we’ve made enormous strides, 
not simply toward enacting a thoughtful policy, 
but in changing the terms of the debate toward 
one that focuses on the interests of patients while le- 
gitimizing the need to protect the medical mari- 
juana infrastructure and enfranchising neighbor- 
hoods who feel dismissed — all this, while “big 
brother” looms. *

So the progressive bloc needs to be 
united behind another candidate — and the obvi- 
ous choice is Ross Mirkarimi. 
Although he’s still new to the job, he’s proven 
himself a reliable, productive, and level-headed 
legislator who isn’t about to sell out to the big 
chain stores, the developers, or anyone else. 

But the more important thing right now is to 
start thinking about the next year — and there’s a 
lot on the table. From the budget (the deficit will 
again surpass $100 million) to housing policy, the

Matt Gonzalez) seemed to be thinking about re- 
cruiting candidates, pulling together coalitions, and 
preparing to move the progressive agenda forward.

southeast neighborhoods, energy, the waterfront, vi- 
olent crime, and Muni, the supervisors need to be 
actively seeking broad policy solutions that amount 
to more than tinkering. We've already offered a lot 
of ideas: a moratorium on new market-rate hous- 
ing. A complete overhaul of the local tax system. A 
renewed effort for public power. After the Home 
Depot fiasco, we'd add a city-wide ban on all chain 
stores of more than 25,000 square feet. These are real 
initiatives that can make a real difference in the 
lives of San Franciscans. 

Then there’s the matter of finding, grooming, and 
promoting good candidates for supervisor, the 
school board, and the Community College board. 

The San Francisco People’s Organization, formed 
with the help of Sup. Chris Daly, was supposed to be 
playing this kind of role, but we haven’t heard much 
out of SFPO lately. And nobody else is stepping 
up to the plate. 

The Board of Supervisors is falling in populari- 
ty, in part because of in-fighting and a lack of a vis- 
ible agenda to counter the mayor. There’s not a 
whole lot of time left to turn that around. **

But either way, Migden was elected to serve San 
Francisco in-the state senate, not to help Westly — 
who has worked closely with Goy. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and supported the governor’s fi- 
nancial program on the ballot in 2004 — win a gu- 
bernatorial primary. 

San Francisco desperately needs help in Sacra- 
mento. The city’s facing a budget deficit estimated at 
$120 million next year. The schools are so broke 
that teachers and staff may both be on strike over 
wages and benefits this year. Migden campaigned as 
someone who could quickly move into a leadership 
position that would help her direct more resources 
back home, and it’s more than a little annoying to see 
her trade that in for a political campaign. 

State legislators already spend far too much time 
fundraising and electioneering. Migden’s welcome 
to support Westly for governor — but she shouldn't 
take time off from her day job to do it.

Reduce, reuse, replace 


Safeway boots San Francisco Community 
Recyclers, threatening its other 
innovative green programs

A woman in a dirty checkered shirt pushes her rickety shopping cart full of garbage 
bags toward two large green recycling bins.in a Safeway parking lot. As she gets 
closer, she spots a sign attached to the side of one container. It reads, “Evicted.” 

Puzzled, she looks around. About 20 feet away from her is a tall man standing be- 
hind a table with cake and soda set out. There is a small crowd of people gathered 
around and a five-member band is playing the blues. “Is this a birthday party or some- 
thing?” the scruffy woman asks as she walks over. “Nope, we’re being kicked out,” 
replies Andy Pugni, executive director of San Francisco Community Recyclers, as he 
cuts a piece of cake and hands it to her. “Thanks for recycling.” 

SFCR held a customer appreciation party Oct. 30 at its recycling center at the Safe- 
way located at 1335 Webster St. to thank its supporters for their business over the 
past 12 years. Safeway is expelling SFCR from its property, setting the stage for 
Tomra, a recycling conglomerate headquartered in Norway, to replace the nonprofit 
organization. 

Safeway has been at odds with SFCR for more than 10 years, but this is the first time 
the company has successfully removed a center from its property. 

According to Pugni, “Safeway doesn’t like the fact that most of the recycling cen- 
ter customers are homeless.” He claims that Safeway is bringing in Tomra because the 
company says it can lower transaction times, which would move the homeless out of 
the parking lot faster. 

Unlike SFCR, whose employees take and sort by hand all the material they receive, 
Tomra uses a vending machine system to collect the recyclables. Tomra currently has 
more than 50,000 machines installed in 40 different countries, according to its Web 
site. 

The SFCR site at Webster and Geary was officially closed Oct. 31. A Safeway rep- 
resentative told us they expect recycling to resume under Tomra by mid-December 
but could not comment on why the SFCR had been evicted. 

The loss of the site, which generated the most revenue for SFCR, was described by 
Pugni as “an unbelievable blow.” “We're not sure if we will survive,” he said. 

Along with running two other recycling centers in San Francisco, SFCR is re- 
sponsible for pioneering a number of new reuse programs that target nonrecyclable 
material that would otherwise go to landfills. These programs could be threatened now 
that SFCR has lost its 
most profitable recycling 
site.

When you 
recycle something, you 
have to melt it down, and 
those materials need to be 
compatible. “This severe- 
ly limits the types of 
waste that can be recy- 
cled,” Levesque said. 

The Red Shovel Glass 
project uses modified ce- 
ment mixers to tumble 
nonrecyclable glass with 
a water solution. This 
process creates hard 
mulch that is used for 
landscaping. 

“We're diverting waste

With fall elections out of the way, 
the San Francisco Ethics Commis- 
sion is moving quickly to tighten 
campaign finance laws ahead of the 
five supervisorial races slated for 
next year’s ballot and Mayor Gavin 
Newsom’s reelection campaign in 
2007. The most significant change 
would extend public campaign fi- 
nancing from the Board of Super- 
visors to other local races, including 
the one for mayor. 

The Ethics Commission will be 
looking specifically at Sup. Ross 
Mirkarimi’s proposal to give mayoral 
candidates public financing and set 
a voluntary limit of about $1.4 mil- 
lion on their campaign spending. 
That’s a fraction of what Newsom 
spent, $5.2 million, on his mayoral 
campaign, compared to the 
$800,000 former supervisor Matt 
Gonzalez spent running against him. 

Ethics is set to vote on Mirkari- 
mi’s proposal in December before 
sending it back to the Board of Su- 
pervisors early next year. Other 
campaign finance changes under 
consideration include reserving un- 
used public campaign funds for fu- 
ture elections and an attempt to 
limit the amount of money spent by 
campaign committees not con- 
trolled by candidates, known as in- 
dependent expenditures. 

The way campaign finance works 
now, any candidate for local office 
can agree to a voluntary spending 
limit, but only candidates for su- 
pervisor can access public campaign 
funds if they agree to a cap on 
spending. The public funding is key 
because it takes some pressure off 
candidates to seek out private do- 
nations and lets people who can’t 
pull together big piles of cash com- 
pete in a pricey run for office. 

“Tf it increases participation and 
it allows voters more choice in an 
election, then I think that’s a good 
thing,” Emi Gusukuma, chair of 
the Ethics Commission, told the 
Bay Guardian. 

The biggest challenge facing pub- 
lic campaign finance, Gusukuma 
noted, is coming up with the 
money for a local campaign fund. It 
cost about $282,000 to help fund 9 
candidates for supervisor in 2002 
and about $758,000 for another 23 
candidates to get public financing 
last year. 

Proponents say if the city can’t af- 
ford to extend public financing to all 
local races right away, it should con-

centrate first on the mayor’s race. 

“T think you have to look at 
which races are most important, 
and that’s clearly the mayor’s race,” 
election reform activist Steven Hill, 
an author of Mirkarimi’s public fi- 
nancing measure, told us. Cam- 
paigns for mayor are also typically 
the most costly, Hill noted. 

Public financing for the mayor’s 
race is estimated to cost $1.5 million 
per year. Overall, candidates could 
then receive up to $850,000 from 
the city, while raising no more than 
$525,000 on their own. Participating 
candidates would also be required to 
take part in at least three preelection 
debates. 

Since public financing for super- 
visorial elections was approved by 
voters in 2000, about one third of the 
candidates have accepted public 
funds. Each candidate has gotten a 
little more than $30,000 on average. 

Veteran campaign consultant Jim 
Stearns said progressive candidates 
don’t need to match their oppo- 
nents dollar for dollar; they just 
need enough to be competitive. In 
Sup. Jake McGoldrick’s reelection 
campaign, which McGoldrick won 
despite having been heavily out- 
spent, Stearns said public financ- 
ing “made all the difference in the 
world.” 

But Eric Jaye, a political consult- 
ant who's gone up against Stearns 
several times — including in the 
recent assessor's race — told us he’s 
concerned this effort is at least 
somewhat politically motivated. 
Jaye said he doesn’t question 
Mirkarimi’s motivation, and he 
agrees with the desire to reduce the 
cost of campaigns. But there’s “a 
history of changing the rules of 
elections to gain a particular ad- 
vantage,” said Jaye, who ran New- 
som’s mayoral campaign. 

Newsom raised the same issue 
when asked about spending limits 
in the mayor’s race. “I imagine it 
has nothing to do with me and 
everything to do with good gov- 
ernment,” he quipped on election 
night, adding, “Hey, if you don’t like 
the rules, change them.” 

Mirkarimi insisted his proposal 
has nothing to do with Newsom. 
But at the same time, he questioned 
why Newsom isn’t already support- 
ing public financing. “I would ex- 
pect the mayor to be completely on 
board with this,’ Mirkarimi told us. 
“This is completely consistent with

Pols, health inspectors, and 
the media finally notice slum 
conditions in public housing

Gregg Fortner, the executive director of the San Francisco 
Housing Authority, did not look to be a happy man on 
the afternoon of Nov. 9. In fact, he looked thoroughly 
stressed out. 

And who could blame the guy? Fortner was catching flak 
from furious public housing tenants (probably 50 of em), 
a politician (Sup. Sophie Maxwell), a city agency (the health 
department), and two different local TV news crews. The shit 
had truly hit the fan. 

Prompted by a report in the Bay Guardian and numerous 
complaints from tenants, Maxwell and her colleagues had 
summoned Fortner to City Hall to discuss the “upkeep and 
maintenance” of his agency’s 6,400 or so apartments. 

For more than an hour, grim-faced public housing tenants, 
one after another, described atrocious living conditions. 
“Over the weekend we had four incidents of floods,” said 
Tessie Esther, a neighborhood activist and resident of the 
Hunters View development. “The toilets overflowed ... dirty 
water and stuff comes up through the bathtubs.” 

Members of People Organized to Win Employment Rights 
(POWER) — a coalition of Bayview—Hunters Point residents and 
public housing dwellers — pushed for the hearing, and when they 
got a chance to speak, they let loose. Stephanie Johnson, who lives 
in the Oakdale complex, reported an infestation of rats in a unit with 
“no heat and no hot water.” 

Jaron Browne, an organizer with POWER, pointed to a color

photo of crap, toilet paper, and tampons spewing from a busted pipe 
in Oakdale. “That sewage,” he explained, “was flowing right in front 
of someone’s house.” 

An elderly woman, a denizen of the Alice Griffith development, 
said, “The water from my toilet is coming in my kitchen sink. I’m 
scared to go upstairs, because when I come back down I might be 


wading in a foot of water. I want you to do something about this 
sewage water in my kitchen sink.” 

The horror stories clearly bothered Maxwell, who pelted Fort- 
ner with a series of blunt questions. “What’s your thinking,” the 


| supe asked, “about what you've heard today and what you've read 


in the papers?” r 

Fortner was steadfast: The Housing Authority, he said, completes 
urgent repairs within 24 hours, despite losing 28 maintenance 
workers to budget cuts. “The fact is, if we find out about something, 
we take care of it,” he said. 

But that didn’t really square with the findings of Karen Cohn of 
the San Francisco Department of Public Health. Two weeks after 
our story on Oakdale ran (see “A Place Called Despair,” Oct. 19), 
health department investigators visited the development and iden- 
tified 27 different health code violations. “There are very clear 
biohazard conditions” in Oakdale, as well as “safety hazards, elec- 
trical hazards, and respiratory hazards,” said Cohn, who works in 
the department’s environmental health section. 

The health department also contacted the Department of 
Building Inspection about possible housing code violations at 
Oakdale. 

According to Fortner, the Housing Authority is pouring a ton of 
money into keeping up its ancient properties — about a third of 
the units were built in the 1940s and 50s — completing more than 
71,000 repairs last year. 

While he has consistently downplayed the maintenance prob- 
lems, Fortner did make some stunning admissions. He acknow]- 
edged his agency has a backlog of more than 4,400 unfinished re- 
pair jobs, and when the matter of crime came up, he was shockingly 
candid: “You can read in the newspaper every day about how unsafe 
our units are,” he said. : 

And in the end, the housing boss lowered his voice a little and 
struck a conciliatory note: “The Housing Authority needs to get more 
connected with our residents. We need to build back trust with our 
residents.” **

Spin cycle 


Yes, the election signaled a power shift toward 
Newsom, but not for the reasons he’s claiming

Mayor Gavin Newsom, meticulously groomed and 
looking steadfast and serious — every bit the politi- 
cian he has tried so hard to become — strolled 
into City Hall on election night and proclaimed a 
great victory of “good government” over “ideology.” 

He brushed off questions from pesky reporters 
and stuck to his talking points: Phil Ting’s election 
to the Assessor’s Office and the defeat of Proposi- 
tions C and D demonstrated, he said, that the pub- 
lic has “seen through” a political agenda that has 
come largely from the progressive wing of the 
Board of Supervisors. 

If Newsom is right, the center of local politics has 
shifted dramatically in just three years. In 2002 
the voters overwhelmingly approved a plan pro- 
moted by board progressives that clipped the 
mayor’s authority to appoint the entire Planning 
Commission. A year later a measure giving the 
board a voice in Police Commission appointments 
passed decisively. 

But this time around, a measure to shield the 
Ethics Commission for mayoral budget cutting lost 
by 10 points while a proposal to give the supervisors 
more control over Muni went nowhere, losing by al- 
most 30 points. And Newsom, who campaigned 
hard to kill the Muni measure, was happy to claim 
that the balance of power has shifted in his direction. 

We shouldn’t make too much of this one elec- 
tion: It was a low-turnout, off-year vote, and that al- 
ways favors conservatives. The prevailing mood 
in the electorate was to vote No (thanks to the 
brilliant and effective labor campaign against the 
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governor's initiatives). Props. C and D had almost 
no Yes campaign. 

But there’s no denying this: The mayor’s popu- 
larity is at almost mind-boggling levels. His polls 
show an 86 percent favorable rating, and since there 
are always at least 5 percent of the people who don’t 
have an opinion, that means less than 10 percent of 
San Franciscans think the mayor is doing a bad job. 

And the popularity of the district-elected board, 
once in the high 60s, has been dropping fast. A 
source close to the mayor told me that recent polls 
put the supes in the low 50s, meaning just slightly 
more than half the voters are pleased with their 


elected local legislators. 


And it’s not hard to see why: The board, particu- 
larly the progressive wing, has been especially dis- 
jointed and fractious this past year. “We need to be 
looking at the larger policy issues and picking fights 
we can win,” Sup. Tom Ammiano lamented. 

In fact, progressives don’t even seem to be able 
to hold together a simple majority when it counts, 
as Sup. Aaron Peskin’s abrupt and unexpected 
turnaround on the election day vote approving 
Home Depot demonstrated. 

Coming into a year when five of the incumbent 
supervisors — Chris Daly, Sophie Maxwell, Bevan 
Dufty, Fiona Ma, and Michela Alioto-Pier — are up 
for reelection, and when some people, led by Sup. 
Sean Elsbernd, are already talking about changing the 
district system, this is not good news. 


Robert Haaland, longtime labor organizer and all- 


around activist, warns that portraying this election 
as a Newsom knockout is not only overreaching 
but dangerous: “We empower him by letting him get 
away with that spin,” Haaland told me. : 

Mirkarimi has a similar argument: “I don’t give 
Newsom much credit,” he told me. “The local results 
were status quo. The voters were in a mood to say ‘no’ 
to change, and that’s what happened.” 

And they have a point: The Ting election, for ex- 
ample, was hardly a typical Mayor-against-the-left 
proposition. Ting had the endorsement of the Har- 
vey Milk LGBT Club along with activists like Haa- 
land and Debra Walker, and had strong support in 
the queer community. Sandoval was backed by the 
progressive supes and the Bay Guardian, but even 
some of his allies questioned whether he was the best 
progressive challenger for this job. And Ting’s slogan 
— “a professional, not a politician” — hit home 
after Sandoval made the big mistake of launching 
a nasty negative campaign in the waning days. 

That, of course, has been part of Newsom’s 
political brilliance: He has made alliances with 
labor and the queer community and has taken 
strong progressive stands on issues like same- 
sex marriage and the hotel strike. His norninee for 
assessor had a background in public-interest 
work and was by no means a typical downtown 
hack (in fact, he’s already taken on Clear Chan- 
nel over the appraisal of its billboards). 

And it still leaves the mayor proclaiming he’s 
the champion of “good government” and that 
the district supervisors are just wasting everyone’s 
time with ideological (read: left) positions that 
have nothing to do with running the city. It’s an 
alarming sentiment — and the more the public 
buys into it, the more damaging it will be. 

The truth is, terms like not competent and too 
ideological have long been used to disparage left 
candidates, For a while there, with Willie Brown 
in the Mayor’s Office, the mantle of reform and 


good government was firmly with the supervi- 
sors —but Brown is gone, and Newsom is happy 
to use it to cloak an agenda that is by no means 
bereft of ideology. 

Frankly, the supervisors haven't helped their 
own cause: They've spent a lot of time fighting 
each other — sometimes bitterly and personal- 
ly — over fairly minor ideological differences 
(the battle over medical marijuana regulations 
is an obvious example). 

These are not pleasant political times. The 
country, the state, and the city are in terrible 
shape. Money is scarce, social programs are 
starving, homeless people-continue to die on 
the streets, violence and death are a way of life 
in parts of the Western Addition and Bayview— 
Hunters Point, public housing tenants live with 
raw sewage pouring out of the sidewalks and 
buildings on the verge of collapse, and the gap 
between the rich and the poor is rising (there are 
now, tax activist Marc Norton informs me, 20 
billionaires in San Francisco, up from 11 a year 
ago). These are issues that scream out for ide- 
ology — for someone to say that keeping the 
buses running on time and corruption under 
control just isn’t enough. 

“Newsom has an ideology too — it’s just what 
we say Tuesday night, status quo,” Mirkarimi said. 
“There’s no vision coming out of the Mayor’s Of- 
fice, and that fact is being neutralized by an im- 
pressive spin machine.” 

And if Newsom continues to get away with 
saying that the city needs no fundamental, struc- 
tural change, then his good-government agenda 
will allow the rich to get richer while the poor wal- 
low in shit lagoons and duck the police while they 
beg for spare change. And that’s just not accept- 
able.

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Scrambled eggs 


Could an international stem cell consortium make San Francisco 
the center of an emerging market in human ova? By Tali Woodward 


t’s close to impossible these days to 
avoid the debate over the ethics of 
stem cell research. George W. Bush 
raised the curtain on his presiden- 
cy in 2001 by barring federal fund- 
ing for research on new stem cell lines. 
Last month, South Korean cloning pi- 
oneer Hwang Woo-suk announced a 
global initiative designed, in part, to 
circumvent some nations’ 
squeamishness about this 
promising research. 

But for all the discussion, 
the origins of those controver- 
sial embryonic stem cells are 
rarely acknowledged. 

“Tt’s as if these embryos just 
came from nowhere,” Susan 
Berke Fogel, head of the nas- 
cent California activist group 
the Pro-Choice Alliance for Re- 
sponsible Research (PCARR), 
told the Bay Guardian. 

Actually, they come from the 
eggs of women — living, 
breathing women who will 
have to undergo risky proce- 
dures to have their eggs re- 
moved in the name of science. 

That’s because scientists have 
placed much of their hope in 
customized embryonic cells 
they grow themselves, using a 
technique called nuclear trans- 
fer. The process involves ex- 
tracting genetic material from 
an easy-to-obtain skin cell, 
placing it inside an oocyte that 
has had its genetic material re- 
moved, and then prompting 
the cell to develop into a clon- 
al embryo, from which stem 
cells can be extracted. 

What's not evident from that 
description — and is so often 
left out of such explanations — is that 
an oocyte is a human egg. 

That may not seem like a big deal: 
Women have been offering their eggs 
for use in fertility treatments for a quar- 
ter century. But experts say the prospect 
of hundreds of women undergoing egg 
extraction in order to supply researchers 
with custom-made stem cells raises 
novel ethical and medical questions. 

Many women’s health advocates be- 
lieve egg extraction causes medical 
problems that the largely unregulated 
fertility industry has never been forced 
to address — and they worry that if 
this research is not handled carefully, 
there could be significant health risks 
to donors. 

Bioethicists also warn that great care 
must be taken to ensure that donors 
don’t have an unrealistic idea of the 
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impact their donated ova could have 
on ailing friends or family. 

Some even fear that without careful 
regulation, market forces could some- 
day drive this whole process — and 
that low-income women would bear 
the brunt of this commercialized mar- 
ket in human eggs. 

Until now, experts concerned about

egg donation have been focused on the 
California Institute for Regenerative 
Medicine, which was set up by last year’s 
Proposition 71 and is poised to distrib- 
ute $3 billion in grants for stem cell re- 
search. Assuming the CIRM would ef- 
fectively be in charge of how egg dona- 
tion happens herein California, these 
activists have lobbied the institute to 
establish strict donor guidelines. Al- 
though many of the stickiest issues have 
yet to be worked out, both the advocates 
and the institute’s officials have been 
feeling pretty good about their progress. 

But nearly all were taken by surprise 
last month when Hwang’s team an- 
nounced its plan for an international 
network of labs that will supply new 
stem cell lines to researchers around 
the world. Dubbed the World Stem 
Cell Hub, the consortium will include 


a lab right here in the Bay Area, which 
could begin collecting ova from local 
women as early as January. And it 
would not automatically be subject to 
CIRM rules. 

What will keep lab operators from 
offering high prices for eggs? And how 
can we be sure local women will get an 
accurate sense of the risks? 


The egg harvest 

In the 25 years since the first “test-tube 
baby” was born, the fertility industry 
has grown into a sprawling multimil- 
lion-dollar business. Most of the women 
who go through in vitro fertilization 
have their own eggs extracted and used 
in the procedure. But one in ten IVF 
pregnancies depends on eggs offered 
up by another woman, the so-called 
“egg donor.” 

It’s illegal to sell body parts in the 
United States, but fertility centers al- 
most always pay the women who give 
up their eggs — they say the money is 
compensation for time and discomfort 
and not really a payment for eggs. 
The going rate in California is about 
$5,500 per surgery, but some women get 
far more. At elite universities, student 
papers are stuffed with ads seeking eggs 


from accomplished, attractive women 
presumed to have superior DNA. In a 
1999 article in the New Yorker, Rebecca 
Mead described an ad that appeared 
throughout the Ivy League offering 
$50,000 for eggs from a tall and ath- 
letic donor who had scored at least 
1,400 on the SAT. 

Getting a single egg out of an ovary 
would require a fairly simple surgery 
under sedation. But women naturally 
produce only one or two mature eggs a 
month, and fertility doctors try to get at 
least 10 ova from each surgery. So the 
doctors prescribe a battery of hormones 
that prompt that many eggs to ripen 
all at once. 

These drugs are what concern some 
health experts. 


The hormonal cocktails commonly 
cause what could be seen as a bad case 
of PMS, complete with moodiness and 
nausea. But once in a while, the drugs 
kick the ovaries into overdrive, causing 
a buildup of fluid that, in turn, can 
lead to kidney failure, stroke, or even 
death. Repeated egg extractions can 
also scar the ovaries, which can cause 
donors themselves to become infer- 
tile. (Some have claimed that the drugs 
increase women’s chances of specific 
kinds of cancer, but the research is 
inconclusive.) 

“A significant portion of women who 
undergo egg extraction have side ef- 
fects,” Fogel told us. But the biggest 
problem, these critics say, is that there 
isn’t good data on how common the 
effects are — fertility therapies are large- 
ly unstudied. 


“Women can make good decisions, 
but only if they have good informa- 
tion,” Fogel said. “We need to find a 
way to do good medical research with- 
out putting women at risk.” 

Fogel’s group formed last year to 
publicize concerns about the state 
proposition that created the CIRM. 
Group members predicted that, despite 
the measure’s ban on payment for eggs, 
a large influx of funding could stir up 
such a demand for eggs that women 
would be pressured to undergo what 
could be.risky medical procedures. 

They warned that poor women 
would be vulnerable to offers of cash re- 
imbursements and pointed out that 
since each egg used in nuclear transfer 
has its genetic material sucked out and 
discarded, the bias toward more 
educated, privileged women that 
currently exists among egg banks 
would evaporate. 

“Frankly, I'd be happy for 
women to have this as a way to 
make money — if I knew it was 
safe. But I suspect it’s not,” 
Francine Coeytaux, founder of 
the Pacific Institute for Women’s 
Health and another member of 
PCARR, told us recently. 

Several prominent bioethicists 
have argued that this kind of egg 
donation also poses complex eth- 
ical problems. There is, they say, 
a key difference between donating 
eggs for reproduction and hand- 
ing them over for research: While 
the goal of making a baby is clear- 
cut, the benefits of contributing 
ova to a field of research still in its 
infancy are impossible to predict. 
And that makes it much trickier 
for a potential donor to weigh 
the benefits against the risks. 

In a May 2005 article in Sci- 
ence, Stanford bioethicists David 
Magnus and Mildred Cho ar- 
gued that the hype about stem 
cell research could be particu- 
larly misleading. “Researchers 
must make every effort to com- 
municate to these volunteers 
that it is extremely unlikely that 
their contributions will directly 
benefit themselves or their loved ones,” 
they wrote. 

Fogel says that in its first year, the 
CIRM has approached these complex 
issues in a rushed manner, but advocates 
acknowledge that the institute has taken 
some promising steps. 

“The folks at the CIRM have started 
to take the issue of egg donation very se- 
riously,” said Jesse Reynolds of the Cen- 
ter for Genetics and Society, an Oak- 
land-based watchdog group that has 
been closely monitoring the institute. 

The CIRM has adopted guidelines 
for egg donation drawn up by the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences as inter- 
im rules and has held several meet- 
ings to formulate complete scientific 
regulations of its own. The institute 
plans to release its draft regulations to

the public sometime early next year 
and is aiming to have them in place 
by July 2006. CIRM president Zach 
Hall recently proposed holding a one- 
day workshop on the health effects of 
egg donation sometime in the spring. 

Geoffrey Lomax, the CIRM staffer 
who is coordinating the development of 
these regulations, told us that there has 
been detailed discussion about “what 
critical pieces of knowledge need to be 
communicated to potential donors” re- 
garding both risks and benefits. 

“We are taking every step to develop 
the most effective guidelines for what we 
fund,” he added. ; 


To market, to market 

Francine Coeytaux wasn’t prepared for 
the Oct. 19 announcement that the 
South Korean cloning team led by 
Hwang was launching an international 
network of labs. When she heard about 
their plan for a California office, she 
told us, “My first reaction was “Oh, here 
it is — exactly what we've been trying to 
prevent with the [CIRM].’” 

Hwang is a bit of a rock star in his 
country, where he’s known as the “Ko- 
rean Elvis,’ and he has a well-deserved 
reputation for making brash advances in 
cloning and stem cell technology. He 
was the first scientist to clone a cow and 
the first to clone a dog. He was the first 
to extract stem cells from an embryo, 
and just last May, the first to successful- 
ly grow cloned embryo cells using nu- 
clear transfer. 

Hwang's World Stem Cell Hub, which 
will be based at Seoul National Univer- 
sity and have satellite labs here and in 
London, is designed to provide scientists 
all over the world with a ready supply of 
embryonic stem cells, though exactly 
how the consortium will function re- 
mains something of a mystery. 

The hub has yet to establish a direct 
relationship with the CIRM or any re- 
search institution in the state, and offi- 
cials from several of them have said they 
want to wait and see what ethical rules 
are established. But the lack of stem cell 
customers won't necessarily keep the 
local lab from getting started — and 


the hub won't be required to have the ~ 


public discussions about process and 
standards that the CIRM has been slog- 
ging through. 

The World Stem Cell Hub has already 
set up some kind of partnership with the 
Pacific Fertility Center, a large IVF cen- 
ter based in downtown San Francisco. 
PFC doctor Philip Chenette told us that 
most of the details — such as how egg 
donors will be found and what they will 
be paid — have yet to be worked out. 

“T hope the World Stem Cell Hub will 
be able to produce their own donors,” he 
said. “We're consultants on how you get 
the eggs [out of the donors].” 

When asked about the concerns 
about research donation voiced-by 
bicethicists, Chenette said, “I think 
they want the donors to be informed. 
We have to make our best effort to let 


the donors know what the plusses and 
minuses are.” 

But he also mentioned something 
that underscores how much public 
hope has already been placed in stem 
cell research: “The feedback I’ve gotten 
has been 100 percent supportive,” he 
said, adding that, already, “people are 
calling me asking when can they donate 
their eggs.” 

Although it may be hard to imagine a 
full-fledged commercial trade develop- 
ing in women’s eggs, if stem cell research 
really gets going, it will require a un- 
precedented number of women to offer 
up their ova. Hwang’s team used 242 
human eggs to create the first clonal 
embryo. They were able to derive 11 
separate stem cell lines earlier this year 
using far fewer eggs, but the holy grail of 
stem cell research is to develop person- 
alized therapies. That would mean de- 
veloping a new genetically matched stem 
cell line for each patient. And unless 
there’s some unforeseen technological 
advance, each line would require at 
least one ovum. 

The current level of demand has 
apparently led South Korea to devel- 
op something of a black market. In 
early November, police there arrested 
four men they said were operating 
an illegal Internet egg ring in which 
they recruited donors, paid them for 
their eggs, and then sold them at 
higher prices to infertile women. 
Soon after the arrests, a member of 
Hwang’s research team named Roh 
Sung-il acknowledged, on TV, hav- 
ing used illegally traded ova in fertil- 
ity treatments. 

“Even though Roh said all stem cell 
research has been conducted with vol- 
untarily contributed eggs, suspicions 
still run deep that the cloning research 
also might use purchased eggs,” the 
Korea Times reported. 

Just days later, University of Pitts- 
burgh researcher Gerald P. Schatten, 
who is a collaborator with Hwang and 
has been the point person for the US 
plans for the World Stem Cell Hub, 
abruptly severed his ties to Hwang. 
Schatten didn’t return our calls, but he 
told the Washington Post that he 
thought eggs used by Hwang’s team 
may have been gathered unethically. 

“My trust has been shaken,” he said. “I 
am sick at heart. I am not going to be 
able to collaborate with Woo-suk.” 

The San Francisco Chronicle reported 
Nov. 15 that PFC was also withdraw- 
ing from the hub and that the whole 
plan for a Bay Area lab might therefore 
be abandoned. But there was no word 
from South Korea, and Hwang could 
very well find new collaborators. 

Observers also warned that the larg- 
er concerns about egg donation are very 
much alive. 

Jesse Reynolds told us that the con- 
troversy over how Hwang’s team ob- 
tained eggs underscores that “where the 
eggs are going to come from is a serious 
matter — and something of an ethical 
minefield.” +

t’s a tough prospect to find affordable 
furniture in San Francisco, and even 
more difficult to track down inexpen- 
sive furnishings that are made locally. 

City dwellers who turn up their noses at 
coffee chains and buy their groceries at the 
farmer’s market will nonetheless swallow 
their pride and motor over to the 
Emeryville Ikea, wallet in hand. 

Largely this is due to the fact that space 
for manufacturing in the city is so ex- 
pensive, and ordering from overseas is 
obscenely cheap in comparison. San Fran- 
cisco has no shortage of amazing wood- 
workers and artisans, but often they don’t 
come cheap. 

In the “for flush pocketbooks” catego- 
ry of Bay Area furniture manufacture, 
Propeller (555 Hayes, SE. 415-701-7767, 
www.propeller-sf.com) in Hayes Valley 
carries furniture by local artisans. Jason 
Lees both designs and builds sleek, mod- 
ernist furniture, which he sells out of a 
storefront in Oakland (1577 E. 38th St., 
Oakl. 510-482-4321, www.jasonleesde- 
sign.com). David Pierce, another wood- 
worker-designer, has a showroom for his 
furniture line named Ohio in the Lower 
Haight (136 Fillmore, SE (415) 863-6446, 
www.ohiodesign.com) that’s built in his 
Inner Mission workshop. Other artisans, 
like Matt Bear of Union Studio, make and 


Stumasa’s origins lie in the simple 
wooden record cubes ($20 each) and CD 
racks in a variety of sizes ($13 to $133) 
that Gregory Stukuls began making when 
he moved to San Francisco in 1999. He 
would pile them into his truck and drive 
around town, selling them to Amoeba 
and other music shops. His wife, graph- 
ic designer Maybelle Imasa-Stukuls, re- 
calls it as a frenetic life punctuated with 
much double-parking. 

In 2003 Stukuls received an interesting 
proposition from his client Ron Lehmer. 
Lehmer, who ran an antique and furni- 
ture consignment business out of the 
building he owned, wanted to retire. Hop- 
ing the space would continue as a furni- 
ture shop, he asked Stukuls if he would be 
interested in taking over the storefront. 

The furniture maker and his wife ac- 
cepted the offer. The couple combined 
their two last names to form the word 
“Stumasa” and opened in Sept. 2003 with 
nothing but a bunch of bookshelves, a 
few plants, and newly painted walls. 

“We added things to the store as we 
got a sense of what the neighborhood 
wanted,” Imasa-Stukuls says. “Fortu- 
nately Cole Valley is very supportive of 
local business.” 


Cole Valley furniture maker builds alternatives to Ikea. By Heather Smith 


Cole Valley has a history of locking 
out chain stores. After Starbucks tried to 
get a lease on a local storefront, the Board 
of Supervisors passed a 2004 ordinance 
forcing any business with more than 11 
outlets nationwide and “repetitive char- 
acteristics” seeking to open a location in 
Cole Valley to go through a lengthy per- 
mit process through the city Planning 
Commission. 

Labor at Stumasa is split down the 
middle. Gregory and one employee do 
all the woodworking. Imasa-Stukuls and 
another employee run the shop and 
order the readymade furniture and styl- 
ish housewares that fill the rest of the 
storefront. Furniture not made by Stu- 
masa is purchased from John Greenleaf, 
Maywood, and Maco, all located in Ore- 
gon. 

The store also carries nontoxic paints 
for finishing the furniture, as well as the 
usual array of flamboyant tote bags and 
fancy salt grinders more typical of neigh- 
borhood tchotchke shops. 

Signs of Cole Valley’s baby boom are 
evident everywhere in Stumasa’s mer- 
chandise. An unvarnished wooden crib 
that converts to a twin bed ($399) is 
lined with somber-looking felt cat dolls, 
and the tiniest little wooden workbench 
($99), complete with denim tool apron, 
is tucked neatly into one corner 

“Everyone is having a baby,” Imasa- 
Stukuls says. “But we also continue to 
have a lot of business from UCSF.” Stu- 
dents want furniture that’s nice enough 
to keep after graduation. DJs dig the 
record cubes and bookshelves. 

Stumasa continues to take on custom 
work. Their strangest commission was 
for a faux dresser intended to conceal a 
landlord-forbidden washing machine. 
When neighbors learned of the arrange- 
ment, they all began ordering their own 
versions of the dresser. 

Yet another thing that Ikea has yet to 
provide denizens of San Francisco. **

Ping 
meltdown 


on’t somebody please think of the pings? 

These little scribbles of data are the lines that connect the dots in the 
world of blog-style publishing. Named after an old-school command 
in UNIX that allows one computer to ask another whether it’s alive, 
pings on the modern Web are a quick way for bloggers to alert the 

world when they’ve updated their sites. 

Say I post something excellent to my blog, but I don’t want to wait for Google 
to index it or for random geeks to stumble across it. I send a ping alert — a tiny 
document in a special format — to something called a ping server, which is like a 
centralized bulletin board that lists every new blog post it’s been pinged about. 

There are several popular ping servers, which people read the same way they 
would the New York Times or Harper’s Readings, browsing through a list of the 
latest pings in search of an interesting headline. If they find one, they follow a link 
back to the blog it came from. However, with ping servers like Weblogs.com and 
Technorati.com getting millions of pings daily, it can be a frustrating way to get 
your daily news. That’s why ping servers like Moreover.com allow people to label 
their pings with a tag — like “Linux” or “heavy metal music” — explaining what's 
inside, so readers can search for pings by subject as well as headline. 

As blogs and bloggish publishing systems proliferate online, pings have become 
crucial to the spread of ideas and data. It’s not enough just to build a blog and

know youre there. Over the past year, it’s become obvious that the creature who 
controls the ping controls Middle-earth. If you know what I mean. 

Until recently, ping servers have mostly been free speech amplification 
engines run by small, progressive companies and nonprofits. Those that have 
fallen into the hands of censorship-prone corporations like Yahoo! (which 
owns ping server Blo.gs) have been in the minority. But in October all that 
changed. VeriSign, an Internet infrastructure company that (among other 
things) owns the .com/.net top-level domain and sells network surveillance 
services to law enforcement, purchased two of the most popular ping servers 
on the Web: Weblogs.com and Moreover.com. 

Reps from VeriSign say they plan to keep their ping services free and open: 
Michael Graves, an official VeriSign blogger, has written several posts assuring 
the public that the change in ownership just means the servers will be able to 
handle several million more pings than they could before. And there’s no 
doubt that VeriSign has a formidable technical capacity — they run .com/.net, 
ferchrissake, so they'd better. But somehow I’m not reassured. 

For one thing, Graves says VeriSign wants to start filtering pings to weed out crap 
from “sblogs,” blogs that are built out of spam messages and send out pings to lure 
unwary ping hounds to irritating repositories of pharmaceutical ads. It’s not clear 
how VeriSign will distinguish spam from legitimate pings, but you can be sure 
there’s no foolproof way to do it. Some good pings, and with them some good free 
speech, will be lost in the wash. There’s also the very real possibility that VeriSign 
might decide to balkanize the world of pings, turning away pings that come from 
competitors’ servers or from countries like China that turn out a lot of spam. 

Another possibility is that VeriSign’s ping empire will be just another step 
along the road to an Internet broadcasting world that looks exactly like the off- 
line one. VeriSign’s Weblogs service could favor corporate-sponsored pings over 
independent ones the same way many radio stations favor RIAA music over 
indie. Companies already do this in the ISP world — advertisers make special 
deals with major e-mail providers like AOL to be sure their mail doesn’t get fil- 
tered out as spam. If this happened with pings, Weblogs might faithfully list 
every stinky ping it got from Fox News but file the pings from progressive site 
Alternet.org under “potential spam,” meaning they might never make it onto 
the server's rosters. When your pings get turned away, it’s like broadcasting a 
signal that nobody receives. Maybe some ham radio crackpot can tune it in, but 
most of the country will never hear you. 

It’s possible that in 50 years we'll have some kind of federal regulation — if we 
still have a federal government — that prevents one company from controlling all 
the pings. But for now, the future of what bloggers call “citizen journalism” could 
be trapped in the giant monkey paws of VeriSign. %

-s a hostile connoisseur of noise, 
Iam helplessly quick in taking 
the measure — in taking 
soundings, we might say — of 
new restaurant environments. 
Far too often this is a grim procedure. 
Are we dealing with din, roar, cacopho- 
ny? Is there music, offensively thumpy, 
too loud, quite unnecessary? Do hard 
surfaces amplify the problem, as it were? 

Hush, incidentally, is not an ideal, at 
least not for restaurants, at least not for 
me. Hush is lovely for reading, or for 
finding in the garden early on a warm 
Sunday morning in autumn, paper and 
a cup of coffee in hand. But no one 
wants to have dinner at a funeral parlor, 
nor amid some group of wan high- 
school seniors taking their SATs for the 
second time under the stern gaze of 
proctors. The hum of human conviviali- 
ty, of friendly and attentive bustle, is one 
of the enduring attractions of going out 
to eat; we are warmed by the presence 
and the sounds of others. 

At the risk of sounding like a crank, I 
will say that music in any dining room 
is inappropriate and invasive — quite as 
‘bad, in its way, as a blaring television. 
The only music this diner really wants 
to hear is that of the voices elsewhere at 
the table, with muted choruses rising 
from other tables, punctuated by eu- 
phonies of sizzle and clatter flowing 
from the kitchen offstage. Properly to 
listen to music requires our full atten- 
tion; hence all the venues built for this 
very purpose. If we want to hear Carly 
Simon, we will make the arrangements, 
taking care perhaps to eat beforehand at 
a place near the relevant auditorium; we 
do not need to hear her wailing from 
overtaxed speakers mounted high on 
the walls of some restaurant while we 
try to enjoy our veal saltimbocca. 

One notices, at the born-again Gold 
Mirror, a persistent effervescence of 


sound that has to do with the restau- 
rant's persistent busyness and not with 
wall-mounted speakers, of which there 
are none. It is anold-line Itahan place 
— refurbished and reopened over the 
summer after a 2004 mishap sent an 
out-of-control truck flying into the 
building — and its clientele is largely an 
old-line, west-of-Twin-Peaks clientele, a 
living vision of San Frartcisco as it was 
before becoming the preferred urban 
suburb of socially maladaptive tech 
moguls: a tech company town. Often 
one suspects restaurants of playing loud 
music to distract attention from the fact 
that no one is in them, but as lack of pa- 
tronage is not an issue at the Gold Mir- 
ror, there is no need for filler music, and 
there is none. People make do with talk- 
ing to each other, and this seems to 
work out well, the art of conversation 
being not yet entirely lost. 

Not everyone eating at Gold Mirror is 
of a certain age: There are children from 
tots to teens, of course, but also tablesful 
of young adults who perhaps have fled 
to the Sunset from more economically 
vertiginous quarters of the city. Their 
presence speaks of renewal, as does the 
intergenerational partnership of 
founder and chef Giuseppe DiGrande 
and his son Domenico, also a chef. At 
the same time, there is a style of Italian 
cooking whose timeless appeal tran- 
scends the generations, and this is the 
sort of cooking, served by men in black 
tie, you find at Gold Mirror. 

We are talking antipasto ($16), to 
start: an immense platter of mortadella 
and salami slices, thin sheets of pro- 
volone, heaps of black olives, pepper- 
oncini, and roasted red pepper — and, a 
slight novelty, lengths of marinated 
baby celery that are a little tough but 
tasty. The menu describes the antipasto 
platter as serving two, but it will easily 


do for three or four, particularly since

and rolls while, elsewhere in the restaurant, traditional Italian food is elegantly served. 


the staff keep bringing basketsful of 


_ warm Italian bread and pats of chilled 


butter. I liked, too, a salad ($9) of per- 
fectly ripe avocado, halved, sliced, and 
stuffed to overflowing with bay shrimp 
doused in Thousand Island dressing, 
though it seemed more Californian 
than Italian. 

Anyone who has eaten in Italy is like- 
ly to have noticed that the Italians like 
their meat. Yes, they do marvelous 
things with vegetables, and there is 
many a fine meatless pasta or risotto, 
but Italian cooking would be a shadow 
of itself without veal and lamb. Gold 
Mirror’s veal saltimbocca ($20), 
roulade-like, prosciutto-wrapped rings 
of veal cutlet, each with a core of melted 
fontina cheese and sauced with a sage- 
infused brandy concoction, does honor 
to this tradition; so does, somewhat less 
elaborately, the roasted rack of lamb 
($26), which consists of about eight 
meaty chops simply presented in a be- 
witching mint jus. In this weighty com- 
pany, chicken rather surprisingly holds its 
own; prepared sec ($16), the bone-in 
Pieces are pan-roasted in a brandy-mush- 
room butter sauce that smelis richly of 
autumn, of wild, windy nights and rain- 
slicked pavement. It must be said that ac- 


companiments to the main courses do 
drift toward the prosaic: some chopped, 
braised Swiss chard, some rice pilaf, a 
baked potato with sour cream, all of 
which to the American eye are disap- 
pointingly plain but are consistent with 
the Italian emphasis on courses rather 
than ona single huge course with several 
interesting constituents. (For those who 
wish to follow the Italian practice, Gold 
Mirror offers a wealth of pastas, tradi- 
tionally the first course of Italian meals.) 

It was irritating to show up exactly on 
time, almost down to the second, for a 
reservation — how often does that actu- 
ally happen in real life? — and be told 
that there would be a 10-minute wait. But 
this annoyance was allayed by a modest 
corkage fee of $11, and further soothed 
by a $7 glass of velvety port, passed to and 
fro like a flask of whiskey around a camp- 
fire on a chilly night whose only music is 
the murmuring of the wind. **

everal eagle-eyed readers wrote 

— gently! —to dispute my recent 

foolish claim (in “Dream Thai,” 
41/2/05) that Thailand was once “a 
part of French Indochina.” Gong! Thai- 
land is indeed part of Indochina, but it 
was never subject to French rule, as 
Vietnam, Laos, and Cambodia were. 
France and the kingdom of Siam (an- 

~ tecedent of today’s Thai nation) were 
in fact rivals, sometimes warring, for 
control of Indochina in the mid-19th 
century. Baku de Thai's Thai-French 
fusion food might be seen, in this light, 
as a reconciliation of sorts, a healing of 
old wounds, or perhaps just as an in- 
evitable wrinkle in the ever-broadening 
map of French-plus fusion cuisines. 

Another reader wrote to second my 
motion for a less deafening city, citing 
as especially offensive the thunder- 
ings of garbage trucks through resi- 
dential neighborhoods at 5:30 in the 
morning. Yes, that is bad — and | tes- 
tify from long personal experience — 
though not as nerve-jangling as leaf 
blowers or those absurd beepers that 
advise everyone for a mile in every 
direction that some truck has been 
shifted into reverse. 

Questing against noise in the city 
is, if not hopeless, at least quixotic, 
but that does not make the quest 
pointless. The point is mainly to point 
out that noise is a harmful pollutant, 
injurious to human heaith, and if one 
restaurant turns down the bad music, 
if one lazy homeowner gets off his or 
her duff, sacks the gardening service 
with its egregiously loud and dirty leaf 
blowers and weed whackers, and 
picks up a rake or a broom for some 
exercise and fresh air, then that is one 
small step in the right direction and 
the near-ceaseless hectoring of one 
‘small columnist will have not been a 
total waste of time. 

And here, with the holidays in sight, 
let us pause briefly for a moment in 
homage to Berkeley's Ten Speed 
Press, which continues to publish the 
best food-related books in the country. 
The jewel in the crown of this au- 
tumn’s list is the oversized, and quite 
gorgeous, Boulevard: The cookbook 
($50), by Nancy Oakes and Pamela 
Mazzola with Lisa Weiss. Oakes 
opened Boulevard, the restaurant, on 
the Embarcadero in 1993, with the el- 
evated 480 freeway newly demolished 
and the roadway not much more than 
a swath of shattered asphalt. But she 
saw what the area could become, and 
the restaurant is now an icon, as the 
cookbook is likely to be. 

Other worthy titles include Teresa 
Barrenechea’s recipe-rich The 

Cuisines of Spain ($40), a first-rate 
tract on an underrated food culture; 
Elizabeth Andoh’s compendium of 
tecipes from the Japanese home 
kitchen, Washoku ($35); and a period- 
piecey reissue of Madame E. Saint- 
Ange’s La Bonne Cuisine ($40). Will 
there be a package deal?

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allejo’s Crestside neighborhood 
occupies a tear-shaped square 
mile on the northeastern edge 
of town, wedged between a 
major thoroughfare and the 
freeways shuttling tourists to nearby 
Marine World. Centered on Crest 
Ranch Park, with bucolic street 
names like Miravista and Haviture 
Way, it was clearly designed as subur- 
ban space — modest homes with tidy 
lawns are laid out in traffic-impeding 
loops and dead ends, at once 
labyrinthine and insular. But far from 
being a commuter haven, Crestside is 
the toughest hood in Vallejo, home to 
a small, proud, extremely close-knit 
African American community that 
contributes a disproportionately large 
share of talent to Bay Area hip-hop. 

The Mac may have been first, and 
Mac Mall may have been more 
famous due to his mid-’90s stint on 
Sony/Relativity, but the undisputed 
king of the Crest for more than a 
decade was Andre Hicks, better 
known as Mac Dre, a pioneer of Bay 
Area independent rap who scored his 
first underground hit in 1989 with “2 
Hard 4 the Fuckin’ Radio.” A prolific 
artist with more than 20 releases — 
the vast majority released after 1996 
on his own Thizz Entertainment/ 
Romp Records label — the 34-year- 
old Mac Dre had already dropped 
three solo albums in 2004 and was 
more popular than ever when he was 
murdered on Noy. | that year, in a 
Kansas City highway shooting, 

A year later, I’m in the Crest for a 
block party marking the anniversary 
of Dre’s death. The Associated Press’s 
subsequent characterization of the 
event as a “memorial service” attend- 
ed by “150 people” fails to do it jus- 
tice; there had to be a few hundred 
peoplein the street, mostly Crest resi- 
dents of all ages who came together 
by word of mouth, without a permit, 
to celebrate Mac Dre in the most 
spontaneous manner possible. 

“Dre loved his neighborhood,” his 
friend and fellow Crestsider PSD told 
me earlier. “He loved people. As a 
result, people loved him.” 

The feeling is palpable in the Crest. 
I'm riding with another of Dre’s 
friends, J-Diggs, in a van wrapped in 
an ad for his CD California Livin; 
Part Two, one of six new albums 
released that day on Thizz (see 
“Nation of Thizzlam,” page 38). As 
we approach the block party, Diggs 
cranks Dre’s “Boss Tycoon” and liter- 
ally dances the van through the 
crowd, assisted by a half dozen dudes 
who jump on the running boards to 
rock us in time to the beat (“Dipped 
in sauce” —step—‘T floss”—step— 
“Tm a boss”—step-step). People 
dance, or rather, parade, in front of 
the van as it struts around the block, 
and for a few moments I’m in the 


“center of a communal outpouring of 


love, the kind usually reserved for 


. folk heroes and saints. Dre’s charisma 


had that effect on people, even his 
closest associates. ~

“He was the word of the Crest,” 
affirms Dubee, a.k.a. Sugawolf, who 
started a neighborhood supergroup, 
the Cutthroat Committee, with Dre 
and PSD in the late 90s. “Just to get a 
response back from him was to know 
your existence in this turf shit was 
acknowledged.” 

The party rages on, rowdy but cor- 
dial, for a couple of hours: People 
drink, smoke, dance, and generally tes- 
tify about Dre. Later, I return to the 
van, drunkenly devouring barbecue, 
when I hear two shots pop off. I quick- 
ly get acquainted with the floorboard. 

Another volley —I count five 
shots — screams, and then another 
burst of gunfire. People are fleeing in 
all directions, by car and on foot. 
Diggs packs his entourage into the 


van and sends us around the corner 
while he investigates. He immediately 
returns and pilots us-out of 
Crestside’s intricate maze. A 20-year- 
old Crest resident, Michael Clinton 
Banks, is dead of a gunshot wound. 
No one’s sure who shot him or why 
— or even if it was intentional. 

“T apologize for all the gunshots 
around your head today,” Diggs later 
says. “But that’s the neighborhood. 
That's what Dre rapped about. Some 
people who came to the Crest today 
was tourists, but tonight was living 
proof it’s not a tourist attraction. To us 
in the neighborhood, that’s routine.” 

Before the night is over, two other 


men — including Baygeen of the Crest 


Creepaz, whose CD The Thizzics Room 
also dropped that day — are shot near 
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the crime scene. It’s a bit much, even 
for Diggs: “Imagine getting shot the 
same day your album comes out!” 

Tn the agé of 50 Cent, in which being 
shot is fetishized as evidence of a rap- 
per’s street authenticity, being shot 
might help your career. But Diggs — 
who carries a bullet in his arm and one 
in his back, an inch away from his spine 
— knows it isn’t a joke. It might kill you. 


‘They knew who

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guished as it is long. The Crest itself 
had already suffered losses. The first 
rapper in Crestside, if not all Vallejo, 
Michael “the Mac” Robinson was 
fatally shot in 1991. Cecil “DJ Cee” 
Allison — a local mainstay who 
worked with both Macs — was killed 
in a drive-by shooting in 1995. Both

incidents occurred in Vallejo, and 
both were reportedly cases of mistak- 
en identity. In fact, with the exception 
of Shakur, none of the rappers men- 
tioned above was an actual target — 
they were instead victims of proximi- 
ty or misidentification, and the avail- 
ability of firearms. 

Dre’s murder is different, however, 
as he was definitely the intended tar- 
get of a hit, according to Kansas City 
police detective Everett Babcock, lead 
investigator in the case. “They knew 
who they were after,” he says in a 
phone interview from Kansas City. 
Over the past year, Babcock has been 
piecing together a picture of the 
crime in terms of suspects and 
motives, though he cautioned it 
could take years before conclusive 
evidence comes to light. While he 
couldn’t divulge details due to the 
ongoing nature of the case, he would 
confirm that his investigation turned 
up no evidence of any criminal activ- 
ity on Mac Dre’s part. 

This is a detail worthy of empha- 
sis, for the overwhelming impression 
left by media coverage of Dre’s death 
was that he was a gangster whose 
criminal past had finally caught up 
with him. Most reports were based 
on a single Nov. 1, 2004, AP story, 
“Underground Rapper from Bay 


_ Area Killed in Shooting in Kansas 


City,” which introduces Dre as a “rap 
star, who police say was also a mem- 
ber of a gang of robbers,” before 
even printing his name. Only eight 
paragraphs later do we learn that 
this alleged gang membership was in 
“the early 1990s,” and the story 
imperfectly distinguishes Kansas 
City from Vallejo police throughout, 
making his death seem connected to 
15-years-old events. 

Granted it'd be unrealistic to expect 
nuanced coverage of Dre’s death on 
what happened to be the day before 
the most contentious presidential 
election in US history. But to assert a 
categorical equivalence between these 
murders not only denigrates Dre’s 
artistic achievements, but also relies 
on the crudest of stereotypes (black 
male = rapper = criminal). 


Rapper gone bad? 

This is not to deny Dre’s criminal 
record. Like many aspiring MCs, Dre 
began writing raps to stave off bore- 
dom in juvenile hall. After his release 
in 1988, he hooked up with the Mac 
and producer Khayree, who'd 
already put out the Mac’s The Game 
Is Thick. (The last album Dre 
released, 2004’s The Game Is Thick, 
Part 2, on Sumo, is a sequel/homage

to his friend and mentor’s under- 
ground classic.) Building a buzz with 
songs like “2 Hard for the Fuckin’ 
Radio” and “California Livin’ ” 
(1991), Dre was clearly on his way to 
the majors when his career was 
derailed by an arrest for “conspiracy 
to commit bank robbery.” Accused of 
being a member of the Romper

Room Gang, responsible for a string 
of old-fashioned bank holdups in 
the Vallejo area in the early 90s, Dre 
wound-up doing four years and four 
months in federal prison. But he 
maintained he was framed by Vallejo 
police, whose inability to catch the 
robbers he had mocked in the 1992 
song “Punk Police.”

the music he made and the label he started, first called Romp 

Records, after his release from prison in 1996. In a characteristi- 
cally generous move, Dre first released Rompalation (1996), featur- 
ing the new generation of Crestside rappers who'd begun to estab- 
lish themselves in his absence. In 2001 Dre relocated to Sacramento 
and renamed his company Thizz Entertainment, downplaying the 
association with the Romper Room Gang. Originally slang for an 
ecstasy high, thizzin’ grew to be an extremely elastic concept in - 
Dre’s hands, encompassing a wide range of hedonistic associations. 

While Thizz long boasted an impressive roster of largely Crestside- 
bred talent, the death of its charismatic leader and best seller obvi- 
ously threatened the company’s existence. But Thizz wouldn't die. 
Dre’s business partners, Miami Tha Most and Kilo Curt, brought in 
Crestside native Mac Mall as co-owner, flagship artist, and public face 
of the organization. Though Mall and Dre had fallen out in the mid- 
90s, they'd recently reunited to record Da U.S. Open (Thizz, 2005), 
the last project Dre completed, down to its tennis-themed cover art. 

“We started doing a lot of shows on the road and bonded our 
friendship first,” Mall recalls. “Then that record was the easiest | 
ever made in my life. It was so organic. Me and Dre was getting 
ready to take over the world, doing projects together and then solos, 
along with the rest of Thizz. So we already had this in mind. 

“When the dude passed, | made a vow: I’m not gonna let this 
story end. | gotta step up and keep Crestside music alive.” 

Thizz has done more than stay alive. The period since Dre passed 
has been one of the hottest times for Bay Area rap in years, and no 
label has brought more heat than Thizz. In addition to maintaining 
Dre’s own vast catalog, Thizz has dropped one underground banger 
after another this year, releasing new albums from its established 
core of Crestside artists like PSD (The Guru), Little Bruce (Base 
Rocks and Pimp Socks), and J-Diggs (California Livin’, Part 2), as 
well. as more recent affiliates like former Steady Mobbin’ member 
BavGate (The /nstaGator) and North Oakland's Mistah F.A.B. (Son of a 


Te: real legacy of Mac Dre is not his criminal record but rather 
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Pimp), whose Droop E-produced single, “Super Sic Wid It,” featuring 
Turf Talk and E-40, cracked the top five on KMEL-FM in September, 
making it the label's biggest radio success. (Dre’s own Sean T-pro- 
duced “Fellin' Myself,” from his 2004 album, Ronald Dregan, contin- 
ues to play in heavy rotation.) Mob Figaz member Rydah J. Klyde, a 
friend of Dre’s from his Sacramento days, already had two big 
albums on Thizz this year — The Best of the Mob Figaz and a duo 
album, as Money Gang, with Johnny Cash of Da Hoodfellas, called 
Bang Fo’ Bread — when he dropped two more: one solo, What's 
Really Thizzin?, and one duo, with Freako, E/ Pueblo Children. This 
doesn’t even exhaust the list, which also includes four Thizz Nation 
compilations, Taken as a whole, it’s an unprecedented single-year 
output for a Bay Area independent hip-hop label. 


Dreganomics : 

The sheer volume of Thizz releases over the past year has been made 
possible by an increased level of collaboration within Bay Area hip-hop's 
notoriously cutthroat business environment. Dre’s goodwill extended far 
beyond Crestside, and the tragic circumstances of his death provided a 
sudden common ground on which a divided scene could unite. 

“Thizz Nation, that’s everybody all put together, because that's 
what Dre always wanted,” PSD says. “The Bay Area didn’t know how 
to come together. But with Thizz, it’s starting to happen. A lot of 
neighborhoods that had problems squashed those problems in the 
name of Mac Dre and Thizz. 

“We're trying to carry on what Dre had going on, to put the shine 
back on the Bay,” he continues. “This is a fire he started. It’s up to 
us to keep if lit. It'd not only be disrespectful not to — we'd be 
idiots.” 

Mistah F:A.B. says they wanted to release their own music as 
artists but they also wanted to keep Mac Dre’s legacy alive. “He 
started a lot of things that’s taking place now. We want to put the 
Bay Area back out front.” 


Putting out 

This new spirit of cooperation involves more than just pooling cre- 
ative resources, though that helps. In F.A.B.’s case, he recorded his 
entire album, including guest shots and producers, for free, as favors 
in exchange for his contributions to Thizz projects. More radical, 


however, has been Thizz's adaptation of the cobranding principle to 
local hip-hop on an unprecedented scale, teaming with rappers like 
F.A.B. and BavGate, who often produce and release their own 
albums. “We do albums and we bring them to Kilo, who is the CEO,” 
FA.B, explains. “Each artist has their own different ways of complet- 
ing his album. But if it's an album Thizz feels is worth putting out, 
putting their stamp on, they're gonna put it out.” 

In exchange for a cut of the profits, Thizz lends logistical support 
and promotional dollars, as well as the “Mac Dre Presents” logo. 
Ultimately such independent dollars only go so far. As is increasingly 
the case even with major labels, it's ultimately the artist's responsi- 
bility to break the record, But Thizz lends the power, infrastructure, 
and name recognition of a corporation to artists who otherwise 
might not be able to push a record. It also exposes them to potential 
new fans through association with other Thizz artists. 

“There comes a point of saturation,” FA.B. confesses. “You don’t 
want people to burn out on the whole movement before it even gets 
a chance to expand.” What is striking, however, is the sheer quality 
of the Thizz releases thus far, Obviously Dre’s death has lent an 
incredible urgency to this music. The effect might best be gauged by 
comparing PSD’s current The Guru and his 2003 U Ain’t Heard of 
Me???, both coreleased by Thizz and his own Gateway 
Entertainment. While the earlier disc is an impressive, if overpacked, 
collection of a top-notch rapper, The Guru is a true masterpiece of an 
album, bluesy and soulful, tinged throughout with PSD’s Mississippi 
roots. 

With the addition of Keak Da Sneak, who confirmed his much- 
awaited upcoming album will be a Thizz co-release with his own 
label AllINDaDoe, Thizz continues to gain momentum. The one hold- 
out thus far is Dre’s fellow Cutthroat Committee member Dubee. 
While he willingly helped PSD finish the group’s second album, 
Money Iz Motive, among Dre’s final projects, Dubee doesn’t feel 
ready to drop another album yet. “I put my game on pause,” he says, 
“out of respect for the cuddie.” While he may not agree, PSD under- 
stands his friend's position. No one wants to exploit Dre even as they 
want to further his work. 

“We could have used more songs with Dre,” PSD says. “But we 
were like, no, save it for his kids. We have to eventually let go. We 
can't just keep giving you Dre songs like Dre alive.” +

According to J-Diggs, Dre’s code- 
fendant, who served eight years on 
the weightier charge of conspiracy to 
commit armed bank robbery, “the 
Romper Room crew was a group of 
youngsters growing up together — 
the name ‘gang’ was attached to us 
by the media. Our crew was only 11 
deep and 9 of us went to the feds.” 

“T was into the bank robbery 
game,” J-Diggs freely admits. “But not 
Dre. We was going to Fresno to rob a 
bank — me, my cousin, and another 
guy who was an informant wearing a 
wire. Dre ended up coming down 
there with us, to go mess with some 
girls. We had 32 FBI agents following 
us around for a couple of days. 

“All they wanted out of Dre was to 
say, ‘Yeah, I knew they was going to 
rob a bank. I didn’t have nothing to 
do with it’ He could’ve went home, 
but he kept his mouth shut. Out of 
the crew, Dre is the only person I 
can say went to prison for nothing, 
for basically not telling on nobody.” 


What’s really going on 
Regardless of how you weigh such 
testimony — and Lt.

Clearly Dre appreciated defiance 
in the face of overwhelming odds 
and appalling setbacks.

Friends 
and collaborators 
describe the post- 
prison Dre as com- 
pletely focused on 
music, to the exclu- 
sion of extracurricular 
income. 

“Dre wasn't a crimi- 
nal,” PSD insists. “He 
wouldn’t know how to 
steal. I heard him 
denounce pimping, the 
whole getting support- 
ed from a female, three 
or four Gs every night.

Dubee similarly recalls Dre’s 
encouragement to concentrate strict- 
ly on music: “I’m a street rapper.

prison for what would be considered 
his prime in an age-conscious indus- 
try like hip-hop.

n entire generation was introduced to 

the 1979 cult classic film The Warriors 

in 1993 when OI Dirty Bastard warbled 

“Warriors, come out and playiyay!” on 

Wu Tang’s “Shame on a Nigga.” That’s 
why I rented it. It was one ina long string of i ie 
rentals prompted by the Wu, and just like 
Shaolin vs. the Wu Tang, Shogun Assassin, and 
Master Killer, it was great. Now the most contro- 
versial company in video gaming has made a 
game based on The Warriors. Yes, the company 
that brought Grand Theft Auto to the world and 
prompted Hillary Clinton to declare war on vul- 
gar video games, is at it again. 

As expected, The Warriors (Rockstar Games; 
PS2 and Xbox) is chock full of violence, street 
culture, swear words, and antisocial missions. 
The game loosely follows the movie with recog- 
nizable scenes and characters popping in and 
out, but unlike the movie, it is pretty monoto- 
nous: How many hobos and hookers do you 
have to mug to prove you're capable of strong- 
arming digital victims, especially when there’s no 
variation or challenge in the act? And swearing? 
Unless there are hidden new swears that were 
recently invented, I’ve heard and grown bored 
with them. The fighting engine is pretty simple 
and easy to use: Kick, punch, and grab buttons 
allow you to kick, punch, knee, and throw peo- 
ple. It’s somewhat cumbersome and generally 
leads to button-mashing, but if you have 
patience and press buttons in certain sequences 
or twice in a row, special moves occur. 
Rembrandt, the new blood, sprays paint in his 
enemy’s face while yelling, “In your face!” Ouch. 

The game starts a few months before The 
Warriors are framed for killing gang kingpin Cyrus, which is 
when the movie begins. The story mode leads you through mis- 
sions that involve tagging, jumping in new members, and other 
junk. Unlockable levels reveal the backstory and history of The 
Warriors. Rumble mode features minigames and a Create a 
Gang feature. A two-player mode allows you to play through the 
game with your best pal. Rival gangs like the Satan’s Mothers 
present all kinds of problems, but you'll be all right. 

Each level has you play as a different character, which is 
great. Playing Rembrandt is the best because you get to tag 
walls. Tagging is accomplished by navigating a spray can 
over an on-screen pattern with the analog stick. If 
you veer from the line, 
the stick vibrates and 
paint is wasted. To 
get more spray 
paint, you just buy 
it from a guy on 
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the street, which is totally realistic. To get money to buy 
paint, you can steal car radios, rob stores, and mug people. 
If you manage to get whooped by a rival gang while tag- 
ging, mugging, or looting and you find yourself lying life- 
lessly on the ground with a red cross floating above you, a 
fellow Warrior will revive you if you have Flash, a street 
drug easily purchased from drug dealers hidden in dark 
alleys. If I saw my niece playing this game, initially I 
would want to murder the game designers, but then I’d 
come to the conclusion that if a kid is stupid enough to 
want to buy drugs because he/she saw them restore his/ 
her health in a video game, that kid is probably a 
moron and should be on drugs. In 
GTA you hump hookers 
to restore your 
health; in The 
Warriors, you do 
drugs. Big deal; 
Rockstar loves 
shocking people. Sex 
and drugs? Dudley 
Moore desensitized us 
to those long ago, 
Video game voice- 
overs have improved 
dramatically in the last 
few years. This game fea- 
tures great voice actors, 
including DMC, Aesop Rock, and some people from 
the original film. The city walls feature art by artists 
like Futura 2000 and DONDI (RIP), and SEEN’s Hand 
of Doom car is in the game. The soundtrack is an eerie 
horror drone occasionally interrupted by rock and 
soul songs.

Thing called love 


Stellar performances elevate Cash biopic. By Cheryl Eddy 


he problem with any biopic is, 

well, obvious: How do you 

compress a person's life into 

two hours? Especially when it’s 

a famous person's life, filled 
with exciting, tragic, historic, iconic, 
and other moments that demand 
faithful re-creation? 

It’s worth mentioning right up 
front that Walk the Line doesn’t really 
shake up the template set down by 
Ray, Great Balls of Fire, La Bamba, 
the recent Elvis miniseries, and any 
number of other true musical tales: 
Start with a significant childhood 
event (preferably traumatic, as when 
1’1 “J.R”” Cash’s beloved older brother 
dies in a wood-shop accident) to set 
the tone, then let that sucker echo 
throughout the performer's life. In 
Cash’s case, his brother’s death 
soured an already tense relationship 
with his father; it also ravaged his 
psyche, deepening the dark side that 
so enhanced his songwriting talents. 

Coscripted by director James 
Mangold (Girl, Interrupted) and Gill 
Dennis, and based on two Cash auto- 
biographies, Walk the Line leans a bit 
heavily on Cash’s guilt ’n’ grief com- 
plex. It also relies on lurching transi- 
tions that map Cash’s creativity in 
the most literal way possible (see 
Johnny watch a movie about Folsom 
Prison! Cut to Johnny writing 
“Folsom Prison Blues”!) There’s no 
doubting Mangold’s reverence for 
Cash — though, seriously, everyone 
loves Johnny Cash — but thankfully 
the filmmaker is, at times, able to 
nudge past hero worship and point 
out that the man had some gnarly 


flaws. This ain’t Selena, in other 
words. 

Though Cash doesn’t actually 
encounter June Carter until the 
film’s second act, her presence is 
established from the start. Young 
Johnny listens to young June on the 
Cash family radio; older Johnny 
(Joaquin Phoenix) flips past her pic- 
ture in a magazine while killing time 
in the Air Force. In their Memphis, 
Tenn., home, Cash argues with first 
wife Vivian (Ginnifer Goodwin) 
over his musical ambitions while 
Carter’s voice croons, appropriately 
enough, “Time’s A Wastin’” through 
the speakers. 

Cash takes Carter’s song to heart, 
ditching his door-to-door salesman 
gig after catching sight of the young 
Elvis Presley (Tyler Hilton) ducking 
into Sun Studios. With help from 
Sam Phillips (Dallas Roberts) — you 
can practically see the dollar signs in 
his eyes when he first hears the line 
“T shot a man in Reno, just to watch 
him die” — Cash and his band join a 
tour with Presley, Jerry Lee Lewis 
(Waylon Malloy Payne), Roy Orbison 
(Johnathan Rice), and other notables 
— including Carter (Reese 
Witherspoon). Sparks fly, pills are - 
popped (Cash’s downslide into 
addiction starts with these forebod- 
ing words: “Elvis takes °em!”), duets 
are sung, and country music’s great- 
est love story takes its well-docu- 
mented, agonizingly obstacle-ridden 
course. 

Cash’s legend, especially when 
packed into the biopic mold, may be 
a familiar one, but Walk the Line still 


springs a few surprises. The lead 
actors are outstanding; both Phoenix 
and Witherspoon do their own 
singing and strumming. With shiny 
black pompadour lacquered into 
place, natural born brooder Phoenix 
eerily mimics Cash’s wounded snarl 
and gravelly voice. He’s also got some 
below-the-surface similarities going 
on: his own tragic older brother, plus 
a history of substance abuse that, one 
suspects, can’t help but shade his 
performance. 

If Phoenix seems kinda obviously 
perfect as Cash, Witherspoon is 
Walk the Line’s stealth weapon. It 
wouldn't be the Cash story without 
plenty of Carter, and Walk the Line 
takes time to explore her character 
(the same can’t be said for Cash’s 
first wife, who apparently has only 
two emotions: irritation and exas- 
peration). As the film shows, Cash’s 
deep love for Carter is the one con- 
stant in his tumultuous life. Though 
they don’t actually start a relation- 
ship until years after they meet, 
their undeniable attraction simply 
weaves into the fabric of their lives. 
To the Witherspoon-haters who 
scoffed when they heard she was 
cast (I’m not even a hater, and I 
scoffed; I also scoffed when I first 
saw photos of her take-me-serious- 
ly-now brunette hairdo), know this: 
Her thoughtful, passionate perform- 
ance gives the film its heart — not 
to mention Walk the Line's best 
Oscar shot.

iki Smith, you could say, is the 
Stevie Nicks of the contempo- 
rary art world — and I mean 
that as high praise. Both artists 
have endearingly an eccentric 
public persona and a highly identifi- 
able aesthetic that leans toward the 
Gothic and mythological. The combi- 
nation of attributes has developed 
ardent admirers for them both. 

Smith’s universe, abundantly visi- 
ble in “Kiki Smith: A Gathering, 
1980-2005,” a major exhibition 
organized by the Walker Art Center, 
is featured at the San Francisco 
Museum of Modern Art. Her sculp- 
tures, drawings, and prints are equal- 
ly informed by Charles Addams, 
Grimm fairy tales, classic American 
decorative arts, and the human body 
in all its abject glory. The exhibition 
includes powerful works, such as 
1992’s Tale (a life-size papier-maché 
and beeswax sculpture of a naked 
woman on all fours with a long tail 
of excrement trailing from her 
behind), blown glass teardrops, and 
creepy cast bronze hybrids of 
humans and animals. 

In person Smith is warm, honest, 
self-effacing, and deceptively goofy. 
In.the midst of installing her 25-year 
survey exhibition at the SFMOMA 
(and a show at John Berggruen 
Gallery), Smith wears a Manhattan 
color scheme of basic black, but it’s 
a flowing, natural-fiber kind of 
ensemble that sets off her 
luxuriantly graying hair. 

After she pulls off a pair of black 
rubber gloves — offered by the 
installation crew after the standard 
bright blue ones didn’t quite fit the 
artist’s sensibility — I can see her 
hands and wrists are dotted with 
seemingly self-made tattoos. During 
our conversation, hearty laughter 
punctuates incisive comments about 
her practice and her place in con- 
temporary art. She makes a number 
of unselfconscious references to the 
fact that her 50th birthday has 
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Feather down: Smith’s bronze and string sculpture Getting the Bird Out demonstrates 
her affinity for the unusual. 


passed and she is consciously mark- 
ing a distinct chapter of life with 
this exhibition. 

“When they asked me to do the 
show, I said yes without reservation. 
It was an appropriate time,” she tells 
me. “I decided this was the right 
moment for me as a woman artist. 
In a certain way it was my obligation 
to have some kind of show that’s 
marking my turf. It’s good to mark 
20 years of space and cut the cord 
and go float out into the universe.” 

“But I probably won't float too 
far,” she says, laughing. She had ear- 
lier admitted she is a major home- 
body. 

Smith is firmly rooted in the 
handmade, her practice seems like 
something of a cottage industry. “I 
work at home, in my living room. I 
work on my kitchen table or on the 
floor,” she reveals. “My house is in a

constant battle between being a liv- 
ing room and a studio. Every day 
things get hidden under the chairs.” 

The real dirty work — the mak- 
ing of bronze casts and fine art 
prints — takes place outside her 
home at foundries and presses. She 
views her work in those mediums as 
collaborative, invoking a contempo- 
rary dialogue about craft, something 
that, at the start of Smith’s career in 
the 1980s, didn’t quite jibe with 
postmodern hegemony. 

“Back then, I was marginalized 
for making craft and, for me, it was 
important to do it because you 
want art [to exist in] all spaces,” she 
explains. “Craft was something I 
always had a strong affinity to, that 
I appreciated, and have a pleasura- 
ble relationship to. I’m using those 
techniques and slipping them into 
an art envelope.” 


Of course, craft practices in 
recent art have often invoked femi- 
nism, and that’s something Smith 
fervently, albeit unconventionally, 
embraces. 

“Once someone said that nobody 
would take my work seriously 
because it was made out of papier- 
maché and cardboard and it was 
just going to fall apart. And I got 
really angry,” Smith says. “I made a 
piece and it broke. I glued it back 
together, and I decided to make 
everything as shitty as possible — I 
would use all my bad craftsmanship 
and girl carpentry in an aggressive- 
ly homemade manner. I’d use all 
the craft and the things that I love 
as a kind of aggression. And it 
worked.” 

That said, she does not view her 
work as having an intended mes- 
sage. “As a woman, I’'d.like to be an 


- artist, to have cultural appreciation 


of all people’s creativity,” she offers. 
“Tt’s not like I want my work to be 
about something in a confined way 
—] just want it to be like the wind. 
I want it to be that it can be as con- 
flicted as I am. The rest of it you 
want it to blow all around and to 
have a faith that that will tell you 
what to do.” 

The impressive number of 
objects in the SFMOMA show — 
along with new sculpture and 
drawing on display at John 
Berggruen Gallery — attests to 
Smith’s seemingly boundless imagi- 
nation and countless hours at that 
kitchen table. 

“T make a lot of stuff, and I 
always say it’s because I don’t have 
any idea of what else to do,” Smith 
says. “I always think that maybe I 
have an underdeveloped personali- 
ty. I’m a fidgety person, so it’s very 
meditative, working. It’s exciting to 
do something where you can affect 
change. There’s a lot of life when 
you feel like there’s not much possi- 
bility to impact your environment, 
whereas making art you can impact 
your environment in a really big way. 
You can make something out of 
nothing and see if it resonates. 

“It’s a really good lifestyle. I highly 
recommend it.” %

Shadowy men 


Crowded Fire and Chay-Yew look at post—Joe Orton Porcelain love and 


death.

acism and homophobia confine 

like the bars of the prison cell 

where a profoundly lonely 19- 

year-old, John Lee (Jason 

Wong), sits for the murder of 
his lover (John Atwood), having con- 
fessed to firing six bullets into his 
body in a public bathroom in 
London. Lee, the son of a Singaporean 
immigrant and restaurant owner, 
barely registers any hardship in his 
incarceration, having long been 
shunned twice over — as Asian and 
gay — by the British society he grew 
up in. Instead he sits quietly folding 
red paper cranes. 

Porcelain brought American play- 
wright Chay Yew instant award-win- 
ning recognition when it premiered, in 
London in 1992 (it had its Bay Area 
premiere the following year, in a pro- 
duction at Theatre Rhinoceros). This 
acclaim clearly had less to do with its 
fairly conventional plot devices, half- 
developed subthemes, or occasionally 
amateurish passages than its daring 
look at the interplay of racism and 
homophobia, including their internal- 
ized dimensions, in the life and mind 
of its protagonist. To this end, the 
combination of the lyrical and the 
graphic in the play’s dialogue, its mix 
of deep-seated violence with an equal- 
ly deep longing and alienation, lend it 
a gritty and unflinching power that 
boded well for Yew’s career, one which 
has since produced four more full- 
length works for the stage on similar 
themes (including the impressive Red, 
which was given its Bay Area premiere 
by TheatreWorks, in 2004). 

Crowded Fire opens its ninth season 
by returning to Yew’s first play, and 
director Mei Ann Teo gives Porcelain an 
elegantly designed, smoothly executed 
production, though one lacking enough 
in necessary intensity that the play’s 
clunkier aspects can overwhelm it. 

John (played by Wong with intrigu- 
ing, unfolding complexity) delivers his 
story amid various voices and perspec- 
tives presented by a four-man ensem- 
ble. The whole thing is set in motion by 
a couple of overlapping plot points. An 
unscrupulous and bigoted psychiatrist 
(Kalli Jonsson) must determine John’s 
frame of mind at the time of the shoot- 
ing and so befriends him in an attempt 
to draw him out of his coolly detached 
shell, all the while passing on some of 
what he learns to a celebrity TV 
reporter (Brian Erlich). The reporter is 
doing a story on the Lee case and its 
relation to the illicit practice of “cottag- 
ing” (British slang for looking for and 
engaging in sex in public bathrooms), 


which leads to a series of interviews, 
including a particularly powerful one 
with John’s anguished and uncompre- 
hending father (Jeremiah Hill), who 
has renounced his son as much, one 
senses, for being homosexual as for 
killing a man. Other interviewees 
include a wide assortment of cottaging 
British males, many of them married, 
who come together in an underground 
democracy of sexual gratification for 
an often amusing, if also revealing, 
variety of rationalizations. 

John gradually confides in Dr. 
Worthing, and in a series of flashbacks 
his confessions provoke, we learn that 
even here he felt himself apart from, 
and lesser than, the rest, until his fate- 
ful meeting with the tightly wound 
young man who would become his 
first love. Wong’s performance brings 
out this desperate loneliness, longing 
for kinship, and internalized hatred 
with a subtle but moving immediacy, 
as the racial and homophobic epithets 
fired brutally at him by a chorus of 
encircling strangers find their coun- 
terparts in loveless sexual violence (an 
act carried out in complete darkness, 
though all the more disturbing for 
only being heard) and John’s own 
convoluted crime of passion. 

At the same time, the rest of the 
generally able cast don’t always match 
the force of Yew’s language, and, in 
some cases, they wrestle slightly but 
distractingly with their British 
accents. Moreover, the play itself 
throws up obstacles to appreciating its 
more inspired aspects. The use of the 
two-dimensional TV reporter to

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advance the story, for example, or the 
equally familiar and half-developed 
reliance on the psychiatrist-patient 
relationship, along with the use of 
Rorschach inkblot tests to mine John’s 
psyche — these are all tiring conceits. 
Yew even throws in Carmen for a fair- 
ly weak doubling of the crime-of-pas- 
sion theme. These feel more like 
clichés or failed gestures than fully 
carried-through ideas. 

Yew introduces a more successful 
theme in the bedtime story John’s 
father used to tell him, about a lone 
crow who tries to join a group of 
sparrows. This comes across effec- 
tively and artfully in a way thor- 
oughly integrated into the few choice 
elements of Melpomene Katakalos’s 
elegant stage design. John has been 
fashioning and arranging origami 
birds in his prison cell from the out- 
set, and as he revisits the story of the 
ugly crow looking for a home among 
the colorful sparrows, -an actor traces 
with a handheld lamp the path of a 
birdlike shadow cast by John’s hands 
against a wall covered in the silhou- 
ettes of his paper birds. By the end of 
the play, this scene expands dramati- 
cally into a visually heightened repre- 
sentation of John’s idiosyncratic 
mental retreat, or escape, from the 
profound social alienation that has 
become, literally, and almost redun- 
dantly, a prison. +

Poised to pop 


Old-school meets new-school at the San Francisco Hip-Hop DanceFest.

ecently, in New York City, I saw 
a professional all-female com- 
pany perform a hip-hop ver- 
sion of Stravinsky’s The 
Firebird. The month before, at 
Dance Mission Theater, I saw a tod- 
dler in the recreational Bliss Hip-Hop 
Company steal the show from 
dancers twice her size and five times 
her age. San Francisco Hip-Hop 
DanceFest producer Micaya is not 
surprised: The fact that a huge range 
of performers can get involved is 
what hooked her on this exuberantly 
physical dance style in the first place. 

In the past 30 years, hip-hop has 
moved from the hardscrabble streets of 
New York City and Los Angeles to the 
top shelf of the music biz — as well as 
into fitness studios and black box the- 
aters. Hip-hop beats have inspired an 
international, increasingly sophisti- 
cated dance form as likely to be prac- 
ticed in Tokyo and Paris as in 
Oakland and Philadelphia. 

Trained in jazz, ballet, and ethnic 
dance, Micaya began to investigate 
hip-hop almost serendipitously. 
“Honestly, I did it because my stu- 
dents expressed an interest in learn- 
ing to do it,” she explained in a recent 
interview. “But the more I looked 
into it and the more I learned about 
it, the more I was blown away by the 
sheer quantity of local talent.” She 
also noticed a conspicuous absence of 
performance opportunities: “These 
people performed on terrible floors 
and stages the size of a closet.” 

In 1993 she put her first show 
together at the always-open-to-new 
ideas Dance Mission Theater. From 


those early beginnings, the San 
Francisco Hip-Hop DanceFest, now 
in its seventh incarnation, has grown 
into an ever more professional event 
that still leaves room for young artists 
and local talents. 

Today, hip-hop dancers are as like- 
ly to find inspiration in swing, jazz, 
modern, capoeira, steppin’ (tradition- 
ally practiced by African American 
fraternities), and clogging as in tradi- 
tional break dancing moves such as 
the moonwalk, spins, and up-rocking. 
The savvy Micaya tries to include a 
potent mix of what's out there: “Tt’s 
too boring for an audience to see 
only one style of hip-hop.” On the 
program, for instance, are locals Funk 
Beyond Control, who recently took 
first place in the 13-17 age division at 
the Hip-Hop World Championships. 

Not everybody is as enthusiastic as 
Micaya about the breadth of contem- 
porary hip-hop. Charles Powell, whose 
Black Messengers make their first fest 
appearance this year, prefers — and 
performs — old style hip-hop. “To 
me, a lot of [the new styles] lack cre- 
ativity,’ he said in a recent interview. 
“Tt’s too much about gymnastics.” A 
pioneer of Boogaloo (which, accord- 
ing to Powell, originated in Oakland), 
Powell and his five-man crew, three of 
whom are still members, started danc- 
ing in 1972 at Elmhurst Middle 
School. They went on to be showcased 
by Chuck Barris on The Gong Show. 
But they also performed within the 
community, such as at Black Panther 
events. And unlike the common per- 
ception, Powell explained, early hip- 
hop was not an all-male affair. “We 


had a woman dancing with us — her 
moves were incredible,” he recalled. 
“She was the baddest of us all.” 

From Micaya’s perspective, incorpo- 
rating the voices of the art form’s origi- 
nators is not just a matter of paying 
respect — it also gives her festival his- 
torical depth. If that includes dancers 
performing with canes and a casket, as 
the Black Messengers do, that’s just 
fine with her. 

Despite the festival’s tight budget, 
the dynamic presenter, who insists on 
paying all her artists, has increasingly 


. managed to attract acts from outside 


the Bay Area. Two of them — 
Sanrancune, an ensemble from Paris 
with a lot of African elements in their 
style; and Vancouver's Over the 
Influence, who use moves from both 
the Lindy Hop and the b-boy worlds 
— were even willing to come at their 
own expense. “Both of them were late 
entries,” Micaya said, “But I just had to 
include them. Their videos simply 
blew me away.” 

Also new this year is New York’s 
BiTriP, a company of Japanese artists 
who, in addition to dance moves, fuse 


_ elements of mime, magic, circus, and 


illusion into their acts. Artistic direc- 
tor Kenichi Ebina will also be fea- 
tured as a soloist. The four-night fes- 
tival features a total of 25 acts divided 
into two programs; each program is 
performed twice.

Stoned again 


t’s called aging, American-style — 

one gets old, retires, and moves to 

Vegas. Or at least it seems that way: 

The city’s light hand of taxation and 

the heavy lure of gambling certainly 
appear to have enticed most of my 
parents’ peers. And so it follows that, in 
their sunset years, the Rolling Stones 
have gone to the Strip and lost it amid 
the neon, if their Nov. 13 sold-out 
show with Metallica at SBC Park was 
any indication. 

Otherwise, I can’t explain the empty 
flash, the multiple fiery ejaculations 
shooting off the top of the scoreboard 
(I could feel it on my face!), the layer- 
cake stage set, the costume-change 
overkill (Ron Wood actually sported a 
CBGBs T-shirt, the second-most over- 
saturated logo, right after ole-guess- 
whose-lips), the taste-deficient video 
imagery (Big Bang busts out a series of 


tongue-lolling lips — 
which fly through 
cityscapes straight out of 
the opening credits for 
some late-night TV talk 
show), the random tie- 
dye-hued lighting around 
the video screen, and the hideous, flo- 
ral-patterned lips and tongue that 
greeted the Stones as they played 
“Honkytonk Woman” aboard a plat- 
form rolled out to center mound and 
back. Dated razzamatazz was on full 
display — with lots of Geritol-fever- 
dream distractions for those moments 
when Gramps Jagger wearies of enter- 
taining the kids or the fellow seniors. 
Real sighting: one white-tressed bad 
boy wheeling his walker back to his 
seat. 

Speaking of dated, hella bad danc- 
ing was breaking out all over SBC 
Park that night. I had to gawk at a 
graying couple frugging, or jigging or 
doing the mashed potato, to a head- 
banging-appropriate tune by Bay 
Area psychiatry fans Metallica. Maybe 
it’s the anticipation of seeing the 
Stones that forcibly pulls the boogie 
out of the average Joe Rocker, which 
can be beautiful and terrible to 


= 


behold. Like watching your mom 
drop it like it’s hot. 

Frankly, I hadn’t seen Metallica 
since their “Black Album” heyday in 
1991 — and they were pretty damn 
great then, earning their old nick- 
name Alcoholica with, as I recall, lots 
of entreaties to essentially “drink up, 
motherfuckers,” issued by the then- 
mulleted James Hetfield, at a Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa, arena full of screaming 
*heads in regulation black. Thus I was 
slightly shocked to encounter a rela- 
tively clean-cut vocalist-guitarist who 
humorously announced at one point 
that the band was somewhat deaf; 
amiably asked the audience, “You like 
Happy?” after a crunching, over-the- 
top rendition of “Turn the Page,” and 
closed the set with a friendly “Enjoy 
the rest of your evening.” Airtight 
with a touch of feedback as Kirk 


L/ 


Hammett effortlessly picked out elab- 
orate leads, and leaning toward the 
dreamy Western ballads and Metallica 
side of their songbook, they probably 
realized early on that most of the 
audience were there to see their elders 
— Metallica fans are still likely a 
gazillion times more demonstrative 
than Stones’ fans. 

But that’s what happens when you 
can claim the great, unwashed pop/ 
rock masses as yours. In contrast to 
their meaner, leaner Forty Licks tour, 
the Stones have clearly decided to stop 
trying to raise the stakes and to just 
pick up where they left off with Tattoo 
You — hence, their opening song, 


_ “Start Me Up.” Cue the last time they 


were relevant. Gone were longer, ambi- 
tious jams like “Can't You Hear Me 
Knocking”; enter sandman-friendly, 
somewhat-forgettable tracks from their 
new album, A Bigger Bang (Virgin), 
like “Oh No, Not You Again.”

Does Mick Jagger really think that 
no one remembers the 40-year-old 
“Get Off of My Cloud” — surely if we 
cast our minds back to the 39-year-old 
“Paint It Black,” we'll recall the other 
moldie? ’'d much rather hear “Dead 
Flowers” than “Sweet Virginia” if Jagger 
has to get “country”-fied, and though 
Wood played a stinging guitar solo on 
“Tumblin’ Dice,” I'd pick “Jigsaw 
Puzzle” as my game. “Miss You” and a 
tribute to Ray Charles made for a more 
R&B-tinged set, but call me crazy (and 
declare me certified to tackle it in 
karaoke) — “Brown Sugar” still strikes 
me as somewhat offensive, especially 
when the accompanying video depicts 
a bare-chested black lady gyrating 
around world monuments like the 
Eiffel Tower and Golden Gate Bridge. 

But barring the sloppy, noisome, yet 
energetic final encore “Jumpin’ Jack 
Flash” and the completely right-on, 
driving “Satisfaction,” I'd say there was 
at least one saving grace that night: 
Keith Richards. The man has a very 
strange poufed ’do — I fear brain 
spillage if the bandanna is 
ever removed — and he 
looks like death on the 
handlebars. But something 
came alive when Jagger left 
the stage and his Glimmer 
Twin took the mic, drawl- 
ing as conversationally as 
one can to several thousand middle- 
age-crazy Boomers and their offspring: 
“How are you doing? Good to be here. 
Good to be anywhere!” as he dragged 
from a cigarette. 

“How are things over here? That’s 
good. OK, back to business.” And then 
he played “Slipping Away,” slinging his 
arm around the mic stand like it was 
an old bud, chucking Wood beneath 
his chin; Richards looked happier, 
showed more emotion, than he had at 
any other point in the evening. It was 
enough to make the six-foot-five dude 
in front of me stand on tippy-toes and 
stretch his paws above his head like a 
big gorilla. Later the dude extended his 
pipe, in rock and perhaps in peace, 
toward Richards as the eternally cool, 
bravely wizened pirate sailed by on the 


" people-mover platform. Long may his 


boneyard rock. 


Accidents sadly happen: SF’s music 
scene, like so many others, sometimes 
appears to be fed solely by the efforts 
of a few extremely energetic individu- 
als. You know who they are. They play 
in bands, DJ, put out zines, run labels 
and distro companies, manage print 
shops, publish cookbooks, make art, 
and build robots, occasionally all at the 


~ same time (those robotic stand-ins 


come in handy). Mission District fire- 
ball Michelle Cable is one of those 
intrepid, driven few — she roared into 
SF a few years back, straight outta 
Eureka, with the will and wherewithal 
needed to document the local (and 
international) rock scene. Her zine, 
Panache, expanded into a booking and 


management enterprise. 

I was stunned when I heard she was 
in terrible accident Nov. 4 while on 
tour with Japanese garage-rock avatars 
DMBQ. Traveling on I-95 in Delaware, 
their van was clipped from behind by a 
Mitsubishi Eclipse. Spinning out of 
control, the van went over a barrier, 
rolled five times, and landed into the 
path of a Ford pickup. Mana “China” 
Nishiura, DMBQ’s (and Shonen 
Knife’s) drummer, was killed. 

I spoke to Cable Nov. 13, shortly 
after she left a Newark, Delaware, hos- 
pital; she was resting in Shellshag Jen’s 
parents home on the New Jersey 
shore, healing until her doctors per- 
mit her to travel to SF. She was in the 
front passenger seat when the acci- 
dent occurred, on the cell with book- 
ing client Blowfly (the shock rapper 
ended up speaking to the para- 
medics). She hit her head on the ceil- 
ing when they flipped, she recalled, 
remained conscious during the acci- 
dent, asked if everyone was OK, 
passed out, and woke up in the hospi- 
tal to find one of the DMBQ mem- 
bers holding her hand. 

Cable and Shinji Masuko, DMBQ’s 
guitarist-vocalist, had the most severe 
injuries and were airlifted to 
Christiana Hospital: Masuko had four 
broken ribs, Cable recalled, while she 
had a gash on her skull that required 
30 stitches, two spinal fractures, two 
neck fractures, and broken thoracic 
bones. After two surgeries, the last of 
which involved putting eight steel rods 
in her back, she now has to wear a 
back and neck brace for six weeks and 
hopes to heal in six months, though 
she’s in intense pain. “I’m really, really 
very fortunate,” she said. “I can walk. It 
could have been a lot worse.” 

Cable had toured with DMBQ quite 
a bit, twice through the United States 
and once in Japan, and she confesses 
she has a hard time thinking about 
Nishiura’s death because “she’s a really 
good friend.” The drummer's boyfriend, 
former Boredoms member Seiichi 
Yamamoto, brought her ashes back to 
her hometown of Osaka, where Masuko 
is planning memorials and benefits. 

Cable is grateful for the support and 
offers of fundraisers by friends, artists, 
and others in the music community. A 
benefit show for Cable and DMBQ will 
be held Nov. 18 at 12 Galaxies, and 
donations can be sent by Paypal to 
dmbqpanache@lovepumpunited.com. 
“Tt’s really scary,” said Cable, who 
doesn’t have health insurance. “You 
think something like this will never 
happen to you, and it does. The ironic 
thing is that I was going to fly home in 
a day to San Francisco.” +

Into the woods 


Psych-folksters Whysp tap into Forest magic. By Max Goldberg 


ooking at the bill on my way to 
the Great American Music Hall 
record release show for 
Deerhoof’s The Runners Four last 
month, the band names conjured 
up a nerdy Dungeons and Dragons 
dreamscape of mythical beings: Hoof- 
ed creatures, Octises, and Whysps all 
doing battle with the roll of my many- 
sided die. When I got to the venue, the 
area in front of the stage was jammed 
with young, cute ‘Hoof devotees when 
a mass of musicians and instruments 
spilled out onto the stage, arranging 
themselves in be-in figuration. A polite 
hello sent the crew careening into a 
short set of forest folk, as much imbued 
with the usual psychedelic shades of 
Syd Barrett and Incredible String Band 
as it was blessed with unexpected flour- 
ishes — harmony vocals that chan- 
neled some of the Mamas and the 
Papas’ considerable powers. The stage 
was split evenly between men and 
women, some dressed in plain T-shirts 
and jeans, while others reveled in the 
throwback climate: Singer-guitarist- 
bell-player Jeff Manson cut a particu- 
larly hippie-dippy figure, draped with 


_ some sort of blanket-rug number as he 


dreamily bobbed his head to the tom 
drum’s thump. 

A few of Deerhoof’s children 
looked a little confounded by the 
magicmakers known as Whysp, but 
more often than not I spied heads 
nodding and eyes glazed with intrigue. 
By the time the Santa Cruz—Bay Area 
collective said goodbye, bound for a 
short West Coast tour with San 
Francisco folk duo the Finches, the 
vibe had been delivered in full. 

Given that Whysp looks more like a 
full-blown community onstage than 
your traditional rock band, their origin 
is surprisingly easy to pinpoint. 
Cofounder Josh Alper cites Santa 
Cruz’s branch of Streetlight Records as 
ground zero. A veteran of the Santa 
Cruz noise scene most known for his 
work with the Lowdown (a raucous 
trio shared with Hugh Holden and 
Noel Harmonson, Comets on Fire’s 
Echoplex whiz), Alper found himself 
transfixed by the pagan cover art and 
John Peel liner notes on an LP by the 
60s English psych-folk group Forest in 
the store’s used record bin. “I bought it 
and came home to put it on, and it was 
just like, “Wow, I’ve been waiting my 
whole life to hear this; “ Alper recount- 
ed over the phone from Santa Cruz. 
“Those voices ringing out, and the 
songs are so dynamic. There’s some- 
thing really human about it too, like 
they’re not trying to put on any guises.” 

Sufficiently impressed, Alper shared 
his discovery with brothers-in-arms 
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Holden and Manson. When Black Elk 
Speaks, a friend’s band and a USAISA- 
MONSTER side project came to town 
shortly thereafter, the trio thought a 
Forest-esque group would fill out the 
bill perfectly, and thus Whysp was 
born. Some might smell a bowing to 
trends in the move from the 
Lowdown’s noise to Whysp’s acoustic 
alchemy, but it’s hard to stay cynical 
when you hear Alper’s excitable voice 
pick up steam as he explains this new 
musical refraction. Moreover, he’s 
convincing when he discusses the 
continuity of these musical projects: a 
sustained emphasis on cacophonous 
performance and challenging song- 


energy exists that makes Whysp more 
than the sum of its parts. There’s 
always someone to lead the group 
into a song with a few strums of the 
guitar, but the tune inevitably ends in 
a group effort: chords crashing up 
against one another, feet stomping, 
voices ringing out loud and true. 

As it turns out, part of the concept of 
this very live sound (“We sound better 
with no microphones,” Manson said) 
can be traced back to a recording ses- 
sion a couple of years ago. Alper 
described the band’s week recording 
with Phil Elverum at the Microphones/ 
Mt. Eerie guru’s Washington home in 
reverent terms: “We start hiking up the 


Whysp remains humble and appropri- 
ately awed by their predecessors. Besides 
opening for a reformed Incredible 
String Band in 2004, the band has 
reached back to its source in the last 
year and sought out and found Dez 
Allenby and Martin Welham, two- 
thirds of their beloved Forest (through 
“the magic of the Internet,” Alper 
explained.) Alper in particular has con- 
nected with these Englishmen for the 
people they are: Upon getting to know 
them on a beyond-the-record level, his 
admiration only seems to have deep- 
ened. It isn’t difficult to imagine his 
delight in learning that Welham had 
new songs to share: “Martin and his son 
were playing some music, and it was 
very magical to me that they were still 
tapped into that spirit of Forest... It was 
like meeting a relative: a lot of give and 
take. All these artists offer an amazing 
opportunity, and it’s given Whysp a nice 
grounding in that era.” 

The rediscovery resulted in this year’s

writing. “We were already interested 
in a style of songwriting ... that 
involved problematizing the standard 
rock format,” he said. 


Yes/no microphones? 

While Forest’s wooden, harmony- 
laced psychedelia remains a pillar of 
Whysp’s sound, such origin myths 
only go so far when it comes to 
understanding a band that is wholly 
democratic. “Whysp never feels like 
something’you have to have a mem- 
bership to,” Manson explained to me 
on the phone as he navigated SF’s 
mazy streets. “No one claims owner- 
ship over the thing.” Although Josh, 
Jeff, and Hugh do still mostly split the

Indeed, the Elverum recordings — 
released as a self-titled album on Yik 
Yak in 2004 — are fantastically rich and 
refreshingly organic. With their gentle, 
jingling feast of instrumentation and 
voices, songs like “Seedling” and “The 
Changeling” are intimate epics, home- 
spun and grand. 


Connecting with Forest 


Like many of the psych-folk village, 


The Dawn Is Crowned (Good Village), a 
12-inch split with a few new Whysp 
space oddities and recordings by 
Welham and his son Tom. So many 
deserving, original psych-folk records 
have been excavated with the music’s 
resurgence in the last couple of years 
(Kudos to Devendra), but one can’t help 
but feel that this one represents a partic- 
ular labor of love. “We're not these totally 
polished, beatific creatures,” Alper 
remarked. “We're just people here mak- 
ing music.

Kites 
Peace Trials (Load) 


Christopher Forbes ecstatically embraces punk 
and hippie idealism with his solo noise-folk 
project, Kites. His DIY ethic seems as pure as 
could be for a band with label support: All of 
his instruments are either modified electronics 
or homemade and include a three-stringed, 
tinny acoustic guitar and an ergonomically 
altered thumb-piano. Kites’s latest disc, Peace 
Trials, was recorded on cassette 4-track with- 
out the assistance of computers, samplers, or 
digital synthesizers. As a result, the album has 
a much warmer feel than most noise albums, 
with beautifully thick tape hiss and rich, 
junked-out tones. 

But to stamp Peace Trials with a hippie vibe 
is somewhat deceptive. Within its eight tracks 
are blistering doses of high squeals that pierce 
until the buzz blurs and creates hologramlike 
overtones. Thick curtains of coarse sounds roll 
around, scraping like metallic tools against 
gravel. The tones of feedback and oscillating 
pulsations hark back to early industrial/noise 
bands including Nurse with Wound, Throbbing 
Gristle, and Whitehouse. 

While several tracks are not exactly acoustic, 
they work as subdued, forest-dwelling, min- 
strel-style psychedelic folk songs, recorded 
with very little low end. These tunes sound 
primitive, almost medieval, and would be 
creepy if Forbes's voice didn’t resemble an 
angelic Frank Zappa's. During the first couple 
listens, | was turned off by these tunes, but in 
the context of breaking down the album, I've 
come to fall in love with their quirky pop quali- 
ties. Still, the album does not waste a minute 
dwelling on any sound to the point of tedium, 
demanding 30 minutes of fully engaged listen- 
ing and begging for heavy rotation. This is 
honestly one of the most well-constructed 
Noise albums | have heard in a while.

Given all they've been through — and put themselves through — 
it's a wonder that New Orleans’s Eyehategod are still walking, let 
alone releasing new material and touring again.

Given their hard-luck history, 
the recent Hurricane Katrina disaster seemed almost par for their 
course, antl the recent drug-related arrest of vocalist Mike Williams 
wasn't exactly shocking, either. Yet somehow, through it all, they've 
managed to release seven full-lengths (including this one), even as

Preaching the Endtime Message is their first new album in four 
years, and it’s not an official studio album but a hodgepodge of live 
recordings, alternate versions, and vinyl-only tracks, with three

Boards of Canada 
The Campfire Headphase (Warp) , 


There's a reason that Boards of Canada’s 
records appeal as much to dreadlocked hippie 
stoners as they do to bookish IDM enthusiasts. 
With each new album, the duo — Scots 
Michael Sandison and Marcus Eoin — seems 
to touch sinewy, fancy-free ambient, and hard- 
boiled experimentalism in equal measure. 
They're trippy without ever trippin’. 

Headphase reaches further in toward the 
pair's collective psyche, making the journey 
inside the mind as peaceful as it is perplexing. 
Take a quick peek at The Campfire 
Headphase's formalist cover art. The blurred, 
turquoise figure in the foreground resembles, 
in that Ken Burns—close-up sort of way, a 
highlighted chunk of the artwork from their 
1998 opus, Music Has the Right to Children 
(Matador). And this is very much the sound 
that’s evoked here — a snapshot of that 
record photocopied tenfold, all-encompassing 
but exactingly minimal. 

Here, they’re not so much playing with song 
structures as with timbre and tone color. The 
drum manipulations have an extra hint of hiss 
and snap; guitars are more pastoral and wiry; 
and on “Chromakey Dreamcoat,” the disc’s real 
leadoff track — preceded by a round and 
stringy 40-second synthesizer intro — the airy 
filter effects are dazzling. Boards of Canada are 
going for the cinematic flourishes; after all, the 
band takés its name from Canada’s National 
Film Board, and tracks like “Hey Saturday Sun” 
or the ping-ponged pleasantries on “Dayvan 
Cowboy” sound as if they've been yanked from 
a Spike Jonze montage. The band’s signature 
gauzy tone and style remain constant through- 
out, but when they attempt to zone in on it, 
they never fail to find exciting new comers in 
an otherwise familiar place. (Ken Taylor)

Destructor (Rumble Pack) 


In 1999 this guy Stinke who ran the 
Hieroglyphics Web site put out an EP with Tajai 
from Souls of Mischief.

larly cobbled-together Southern Discomfort (Century Media). 
{t doesn't really matter, though, because for all the doom 
metal and stoner rock hacks out there — including several 
straight-up EHG imitators — there's still no substitute for 
this band’s nihilist blues-metal dirges.

Feels (Fat Cat) 

Once in while an album comes to completely 
absorb my listening time. | listen to it in the 
shower, on the street, in the DMV, at my great 
uncle’s funeral; | leave it playing in the back- 
ground as | watch TV. After a few days on a 
constant-loop, the record is captive in my hear- 
ing, trapped in my osseous labyrinth; | only 
continue listening to compare the real song 
with the afterimage, or echo, in my memory. 
Feels is such an album, recapitulating the child- 
like glee of Sung Tongs's barks and chants and 
making ecstatic pop-out of pagan, experimental 
folk. The aesthetic and the tone of the lyrics, the 
preoccupation with nature, and the mystique of 
their work and identity warrant the naming of a 
new genre: I'd call it spirit folk. 

In contrast to the many bright songs on this 
album are a handful of intolerable numbers: 
“Daffy Duck” and “Bees” limp through crookedly 
ambient guitar and noise with light vocals that 
are softened to near-sighs. They don’t serve the 
songs as much as they do on the similarly con- 
structed and beautiful “Loch Raven” or build a 
mood for the tracks that follow, and they've yet 
to obtain a comfortable foothold in my labyrinth 
of repeat listening. On the whole, though, Feels 
leans almost entirely toward the bright; Animal 
Collective are informed by a wide array of elder 
pop-experimentalists and folk acts and are 
developing their own tradition that unites ele- 
ments from those varied influences with each 
Successive release. Feels is an addictive testa- 
ment to that.

Paris is burnt

s [ int Hip-HOP FUCK LE Maximum BOYCOTT” reads the tattered 


jumbo sticker on my bedroom door, a souvenir from a recent whirl- 

wind club tour of Europe. It refers to a 10-CD set of more than 200 
rappers from Switzerland, Italy, Spain, and southern France — all protest- 
ing media censorship of news relating to their communities. But the reason 
| nabbed it from the cute flyer boy at the Gare Montparnasse metro station 
was because the sporadically capitalized words perfectly expressed my 
rage at what had just happened to me upon arrival in the City of Light. 

Like any good whirlwind club tour of Europe, my entourage included a large 
drag queen. A large drag queen with a mysterious credit card. Girl almost 
maxed out Chase Manhattan with her damn shoe purchases alone. | was haul- 
ing two of her bulging, matching cheetah cases off the train from Spain when 
suddenly | found myself surrounded by three of the hottest Parisian hunks I'd 
ever seen not featured in a Jean Cadinot porno. “Mon dieu,” | thought in an 
erotic spasm of high school French. “I’m about to play lucky jambon in a 
genu-wine three-way croque monsieur. J'adore |’Europe!” 

Alas, the threesome quickly identified themselves as undercover 5-0 and 
dragged me off for a thorough search — and not the good kind. | found myself 
thankful for the first time that the fashionista tranny’s bags were full of cheap 
Spanish Lacoste knockoffs, and not fist-thick bricks of high-grade Moroccan 
hash. Why the hell were they searching me and not my pale, swishy compan- 
ion, dragging at least five bags of recently charged women’s wear behind her 
and looking more haggard with each chunky wobble of her sketchy Blahniks? 
“We are ze charge to search from Arab men who, euh, smuggle Espagne,” one 
of them replied with a straight face and a slightly crooked grin. 

Say quoi? | was so rattled | almost shouted, “I’m Arab American, dammit!” 
But hey, I’d been searched twice at Kennedy on the way over, so it wasn’t like 
the French had cornered the bigotry market. 

| quivered with speechlessness. What was French for “blatant profiling”? 
And who knew | was rocking the Arab smuggler look? Guess |’m just that up- 
to-the-minute fashionable. Luckily, I'd saved the charge receipts to blot my 
Carmex, so the discriminating gendarmes moved on in their noble quest to 
save France from untaxed, Korean-manufactured name brands. The worst part 
was, | still wanted to fuck them. 

Perhaps that made me maddest of all. 

When it comes to reflecting urban tensions, hip-hop supplies the verbal ag- 
gression and house, house music the physical expression. Both genres were 
born in communities suffering from poverty and police brutality — music was 
the only way to break through. Fox News Channel fans and their ilk may be

shocked — shocked — that France could possibly be having integration prob- 
lems, but anyone plugged into international underground sounds for the past 
two decades could smell flaming Peugeots in the near distance. From Bob Sin- 
clair’s extensive “Africanism” CD series remixing the manca and ye-ye sounds 
of the French ghetto to MC Solaar’s louche roots hip-hop rhymes, from St. 
Germain’s fetishism of Afro-Cuban café sounds to DJ Dimitri from Paris’s 
utopian template of raw African American disco, big-name French music mak- 
ers have been pointing up the ethnic disparity in their muthaland for years — 
and trying to resolve it in the mix. Hell, one of the founding slices of house 
vinyl, Mori Kante’s “Yeke Yeke” (Barclay, 1987), was all up in French colonial- 
ism’s face from the start. 

(Even the gay, in our own lovable way, drew some kind of attention to the 
burgeoning questions of French discrimination — creating the new rough- 
trade category citebeur, which lumps all French men of Arabic descent into 
one neat, body-fascist category. Citebeurs are like the stereotyped Latinos of 
France, and sure enough, gay Parisian discotheques offered up the oddly fa- 
miliar sight of pale-faced circuit queens jumpin’ to the sounds of Clichy-sur- 
Bois while clutching at citebeur bois. Sigh.) 

Despite the lack of riots here (is there a new Xbox out or something?), the 
United States just underwent its own color-coded eye opener, and props to all 
the Bay Area house and hip-hop kids who threw fundraisers after Katrina. A 
sense of political purpose always sparks dance-floor unity, and the mutual af- 
fection seems to have kick-started the flagging underground dance scene. 
Raising money is helpful, of course, but the question for club kids, to quote the 
O'Jays, remains: Now that we've found love, what are we gonna do with it? ++

Pyeng Threadgill 
Of the Air(Random Chance) 


Pyeng Threadgill made an auspicious debut 
last year with a CD of unorthodox readings 
of Robert Johnson tunes. Now the Berkeley- 
based jazz singer tackles a set of mostly 
original material, none of it blues. Much as 
she did on Sweet Home: The Music of 
Robert Johnson, Threadgill frames her bell- 
like alto with an inviting variety of instru- 
mental textures and rhythms from around 
the African diaspora in the Americas, includ- 
ing cha-cha, rumba, mambo, reggae, and 
swing. Shimmering cellos and a soft, heart- 
beatlike’ percussive pulse provide the only 
support on one selection, and multitracked 
saxophones give a World Saxophone Quartet 
flavor to another. Guitarist Shelley Doty plays 
several superb solos — her slide work on a 
gentle treatment of the Cure’s Close to Me is 
particularly appealing — and supplies 
chordal underpinning from time to time, but 
Threadgill often sings without a harmonic 
safety net. Her intonation is precise, as is 
her enunciation. Her lyrics are direct, yet ra- 
diate mystery, bringing Abbey Lincoln to 
mind. Indeed, Threadgill occasionally uses 
breathy tones that recall Lincoln, and on the 
disc's other nonoriginal, Fats Waller's “The 
Jitterbug Waltz,” she interpolates her own 
words with those of Lincoln and Richard 
Malbty Jr. Pyeng Threadgill plays Wed/16, 
Elbo Room, 647 Valencia, SF.

Why? 
Elephant Eyelash (Anticon) 


Like many of the artists in the Anticon 
galaxy of stars, Yoni Wolf spits a different 
style of flow. The latest album of his project 
Why?, Elephant Eyelash contains enough 
original thought to warrant his strange 
style of spoken word—folk vocals. Though 
at times whiny and abrasive, his voice is 
for the most part a subdued layer among 
the instrumental arrangements that rip 
through any genre you attempt to slap on 
them. Originally, Wolf intended to make 
Why? a solo project, but he ended up en- 
listing the help of superfriends Josiah 
Wolf, Matt Meldon, and Doug McDiarmid 
to quietly lay down tracks atop his dreamy 
indie-pop streams. Accompanied by what 
sounds like a complete toy orchestra play 
set, Wolf's lyrics combine equal parts icon- 
ic samples and heartbreaking honesty. And 
although Wolf claims that the lyrics form a 
comprehensive tale of a severed relation- 
ship, the phrases are so deeply muddied 
in metaphor (‘Today | fell asleep in a bath 
of hair, hair that once sprouted from my 
own white wet follicles”) that analyzing 
their meaning becomes a pseudo-philo- 
sophic homework assignment. Wolf's 
aching individuality shines through on this 
lo-fi album; with each listen a new instru- 
ment emerges, a poignant lyric surfaces, 
and a whole new appreciation for Elephant 
Eyelash is discovered. (Justin Yu)

The struggles that homeless LGBTQQ youth face today 


are complex and often too much to handle alone. 


Our worker Anne Cassia 
tells a heartbreaking story: 
"My job is to reach out to queer 
homeless or marginally housed 
young people. I met ‘Diana’ when 
she was 20. Our first contacts were 
limited to providing basics like 
snacks, hygiene supplies and socks. 
She slowly learned to trust me; and 
we began talking more about her 
life. She was severely physically and 
emotionally abused by her own 
family, and prostituted by them 
when she was very young. She left 
home at 13 and had been on and 
off the streets ever since.” 


"When we met, she had just begun 
shooting heroin and was having 
related health issues. She came in 
often for abscess care, so she con- 
nected with our harm reduction 
counselor and met with me at least 
once a week. Diana often drank 
alcohol as well as using heroin in 
order to endure prostitution. I was 
worried she would OD, accidentally 
or on purpose. She tried to enter 


some programs, but with no drugs 
in her system she experienced 
severe post-traumatic stress syn- 
drome and dropped out.” 


"We worked with Diana for about 
two years, finding her a program 
with more intensive case manage- 
ment. She began methadone main- 
tenance, and cut off her former 
social contacts so she wouldn't be 
tempted to use. She has been off 
drugs (other than methadone) for a 
year, attends support groups and 
has her own apartment. She is talk- 
ing about starting school." 


DIMENSIONS CLINIC

The struggles of adolescence are 
especially challenging for lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender, queer _ 
and questioning (LGBTQQ) youth.

rejection, social isolation, low self- 
esteem, depression, alcohol and 
drug abuse, HIV infection, even 
suicide. 


The Dimensions Collaborative 
Clinic was developed to provide 
healthcare and support services to 
these teens and young adults.

‘The Four Horseman 
of the Apocalypse’ 


Through Dec. 3, Shooting Gallery 


1. MM bout the time an artist can afford to walk into the best restaurant 
A: town and order the most expensive steak on the menu he usu- 
ally doesn’t have enough teeth in his head to chew it.” This is Charles 
Krafft quoting himself on one of his signature delftware pieces, Poor Artist's 
Dinner Palette. Some things never change: At the opening reception for “The 
Four Horseman of the Apocalypse,” | learned the Seattle-based Krafft was 


crashing that night at the youth hostel around the corner from the Shooting 
Gallery, where his work is on view with that of Eric Kroll, Winston Smith, and 
Robert Williams. These lowbrow guys may be a little long in the tooth (some- 
body referred to this as “The Geritol Show”), but they have as much of a 
fuck-off attitude as ever. Most of the space is taken up with works from 
Krafft’s Disasterware™, Spone™, and Forgiveness™ series. Krafft learned 
the Dutch art of delftware — hand-painted, blue and white ceramics — 
from some old ladies in Seattle in the early 90s. Since then he has made 
delftware guns, skateboards, knives, grenades, commemorative plaques, 
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and funerary urns. It seems there’s no end in sight to what he can apply this 
precious craft to (Hitler Tea Pot, anyone?). Last Gasp publisher Ron Turner 
loaned the gallery four of Williams's early works, which aren't exactly his 
best, and which Williams acknowledged to me on opening night. As the 
founder of Juxtapoz magazine, Williams is quick to point out his role in shap- 
ing the lowbrow (née “pop surrealist”) scene at the opening — no need to, 
his influence is critical and his presence is felt. Fans of montage artist Smith, 
creator of the Dead Kennedy’s DK logo and designer of some of their album 
covers, will be glad to see a fair number of his works on view. Along with 
fetish photographer Kroll’s large-format photos of women in bondage, 
pinned rather indecorously to the wall, are bagged panties from models who 
have appeared in Kroll’s photos. Notes are scrawled on the bags: “With 
Maria 01/09/05” and “Dusty Suicide Girl.” This seemingly last-minute instal- 
lation is oddly effective in its casualness and it’s as if Kroll had bagged these 
girls on the run.

The denizens of storied Mis- 
sion District bars claim the colorful lives of a 
pair of local banditos as their own, writing 
themselves one after another into the larger- 
than-life story of Pancho Pistolas and Lucy 
One-Eye. Campo Santo and playwright-di- 
rector Octavio Solis draw on a real late- 
1980s crime spree by a Mission District 
Bonnie and Clyde for this clever, stylish, and 
devilishly fun late-night bar crawl through 
local lore. Reporter Matt Stryker (Jim 
Sanchez), on the trail of the notorious cou- 
ple, hopes he’ll meet his scoop hanging out 
in the seedy bars they targeted but instead 
gets an earful of skinny from the regulars 
(hilarious stories, punctuated with song, de- 
livered by a powerhouse cast including 
Catherine Castellanos, Donald E. Lacy, Jr., 
Delia MacDougall, Dena Martinez, and ts 
Danny Wolohan). Led from bar to bar, and 
from Shirley Temples down into ‘his cups, 
Stryker’s own persona finally reveals itself as 
other than it seems. Solis’s playful conceit — 
sharply choreographed by codirector Erika 
Schuch on James Faerron’s lovingly detailed, 
atmospheric set and accompanied by a trio 
rendering composer Beth Custer’s cool orig- 
inal score — jibes beautifully with his theme 
as adopted folk heroes Pancho and Lucy be- 
come the getaway vehicles for a general “re- 
ality” prison-break and the mildest barfly’s 
claim to conscious historical agency, making 
Ballad a terrifically entertaining ev ening of 
sly subtlety and grace. (Avila)

In a brilliant 
move, the company seats the audience near- 
ly in the round, with the playing space di- 
viding the circle in half — which brings the 
performers closer to the audience and virtu- 
ally eliminates bad seats. Sure, there’s still 
excessive merchandising and $18 SBC park- 
ing, but the show makes a more authentic 
connection with the audience while still de- 
livering the seemingly impossible circus acts, 
Corteo (“cortege” in Italian) chronicles the 
death of a clown, who imagines — or 
dreams — his own funeral procession, with 
flying angels, little people, clowns and, of 
course, circus performers. Inhabiting the 
space between heaven and earth, women 
swing from chandeliers (much more stun- 
ning than trapezes), and acrobats spring 
from oversized, trampolinelike beds with 
daring abandon. While some comic inter- 
ludes were mistimed, other impressive acts 
include heart-stopping gymnastics on hori- 
zontal bars and trampolines, gravity-defying 
juggling, and an absurdist rendition of 
Romeo and Juliet on a miniature stage. This 
may be the most fun you could ever have at 
a funeral. (McKevitt)

But they, and several other char- 
acters besides, all inhabit the same semiab- 
stract space — a brightly lit, monochromat- 
ic room in immaculate white, ordered by a 
series of horizontal and vertical lines — 
promising some definite point to the inter- 
section of stories crisscrossing several years 
and three cities (namely, a reason for the 
brutal murder we witness at the outset). Un- 
fortunately, that point remains at once obvi- 
ous and frustratingly out of reach as Cruci- 
fixion devotes unequal attention to the net- 
work of (almost) entirely gay characters 
around Father Giraud (Colin Stuart) and his 
murder victim, the obnoxious producer and 
rather indignant corpse Don Capps (Scott 
Cox). Developed at New Conservatory The- 
atre Center, and tailored to the talented but 
often underutilized 11-member cast, the 
world premiere of Crucifixion’s single act 
contains a number of engaging moments 
confidently helmed by NCTC artistic direc- 
tor Ed Decker, but its pointed assault on 
dogmatic power and repression still seems 
overwhelmingly preoccupied with drawing 
itself together into a coherent drama. (Avila)

sake. Reveling in her role as a man, Cheva- 
lier must pay hush money to a pair of ser- 
vants (Joseph Estlack and Sam Misner) 
whose venal and carnal appetites are whet- 
ted to distraction, in all directions, by the 
scent of a “juicy intrigue.” Director Jessica 
Heidt’s energetic Jazz-Age staging blends 
seamlessly with a fresh and lucid new trans- 


lation-adaptation by Ann and George 
Crowe, while the physically stylized yet cool- 
ly assured performances of her fine cast 
strike a winning balance between the play’s 
broad comedy and thematic subtlety. (Avila)

Today, even 
as we download mash-ups and flip through 
the collaged pages of Found magazine, we 
ironically engage in heated discussions of in- 


tellectual property and copyright issues. One 
way an artist can avoid accusations of thiev- 
ery is to announce, like sketch comedy 
group Killing My Lobster does, that nothing 
is original. This series of skits is based on 
quotidian miscellany like newspaper clip- 
pings, Internet Movie Database facts, My- 
Space profiles, kids’ drawings, and Valpak 
ads. The challenge for artist-thieves is to cre- 
ate something that may be linked to the 
original but can still stand alone as art. The 
Lobsters achieve this about half the time — 
the funniest sketches include Civil War-era 
lovers exchanging letters and a Boy Scout's 
letter of apology. Under Jon Wolanske’s inci- 


sive direction, the sketches, with source ma- - 


terial and location “footnoted” on a projec- 
tion screen, are linked by DJ Ross Hogg’s 
samplings and an absurd story of a killer 
snowman. After all, some of the best stories 
are ones you just can’t make up. (McKevitt) 
Matt and Ben Off-Market Theater, 965 Mis-

certain mysterious distance. Groenveld un- 
derscores the ambiguity by working in the 
star of Ben and Lia’s favorite soap, Trixie 
Evans (Alexandra Creighton). Moreover, we 
sense something risky in all this from the 
outset: Ben is an officially “missing person” 
when the play begins. Willful self-invention 
indeed takes a sinister turn as someone else’s 
far-less friendly fantasy life starts showing 
up unbidden on postcards outside Ben’s 
door. Still, the play, directed by Tracy Ward, 
seems unsure of what questions it wants to 
ask through all this, while its humor and

Harry Potter and the Goblet of Fire | was 
pretty high on Harry Potter and the Prisoner 
of Azkaban, but Harry Potter and the Goblet 
of Fire is, without a doubt, the new champ.

Technically, he’s 
more than up to the task — navigating a 
complex narrative with considerable flair 
for camera placement and movement, he’s 
capable of turning a series of interior shots 
into a God’s-eye view of a human-scale 
diorama. Still, the success of The President's 
Last Bang depends on one’s interest in and 
knowledge of the 1979 assassination of 
then-president Park Chung-hee by the 
head of his secret service, Kim Jae-gyu. In 
the latter role, Save the Green Planet’s Baek 
Yun-shik provides a corrosive comic coun- 
terpart to Moon’s extreme drama-mama in 
Im’s previous film — in other words, his 
performance is big.

“Ballets Russes Dan Geller and Dayna 


Goldfine’s documentary Ballet Russes is 
fabulously entertaining — a great yarn, 
well spun. Though Geller and Goldfine 
have made a film on dance before (1988's 
Isadora Duncan: Movement from the Soul), 
Russes’s hook isn’t the art form but the 
people, most of them very old. The film 
untangles the complicated strands of 
Sergei Diaghilev’s descendants. When Di- 
aghilev, creator of Diaghilev’s Ballets 
Russes in Monte Carlo, died*in 1929, his 
company died with him. Out of the ashes 
rose two ensembles: one of the them the 
Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo, the other the 
Original Ballet Russe. (Just to make things 
even more confusing, for a while in the 
*40s there was also a Grand Ballet de 
Monte Carlo.) Like members of any fami- 
ly with an inheritance, the two companies 
fiercely competed for dancers, for chore- 
ographers, and for audiences. The inter- 
views Geller and Goldfine conducted gave 
them access to an extraordinary treasure 
trove of photos, film, programs, and flyers 
from a period of nonstop traveling by 
both companies that brought ballet to the 
hinterlands of America. Russes’ greatest 
pleasure, however, is meeting so many of 
these dancers, most of them well into 
their 80s and still full of sparkle and en- 
thusiasm, ready to do it all over again.

Bee Season Child actors don’t get much 
more self-consciously adorable than Flora 
Cross, who plays Eliza Naumann - the 
sleeper child in Bee Season's family of

a furtive mom with a secret (Juliette 
Binoche). Directors Scott McGehee and 
David Siegel would undoubtedly love to 
have Cross’s performance compared to 
those of Spanish waif Ana Torrent, whose 
appearances in The Spirit of the Beehive 
and Cria! so acutely embody the sadness 
and beauty, the complex shades and form- 
ative power, of childhood. But for that to 
happen Cross needs a better frame. The 
directors obviously dote on their Bay Area 
backdrops and do their darnedest to make 
the metaphysical concrete; the ineffable, 
literal - lovingly lingering on shots of 
giant letters dangling via helicopter over 
the Bay, and relying on CGI to turn Eliza’s 
thought process into birds and flowers.

Capote Truman Capote’s life resists easy 
summary, so it’s appealing that the first 
Hollywood biopic on the author ignores 
formula and turns one agonizing chapter 
of his life into an opportunity for an 
essay. Though Capote is based on the 1988 
Gerard Clarke biography, Bennett Miller’s 
film actually has a lot more in common 
with Janet Malcolm’s 1990 The Journalist 
and the Murderer (a relationship the film- 
makers also acknowledge). It’s not so 
much a story of Capote (Philip Seymour 
Hoffman) as the“illustration of the ques- 
tion Malcolm so artfully dodged: What, 
really, do journalists owe their subjects? In 
this case, what did the glittering Capote 
owe the two killers who lent him their life 
stories for his nonfiction “novel”? Hints of 
the hundred separate movies that could 
be made from Capote’s life emerge in key 
details: The scarf he rattles like a saber in 
Kansas’s cop HQ calls to mind the family 
warfare that accompanied his growing up 
gay in the 30s and ’40s; the bottle of 
booze he doesn’t seem to leave home 
without foreshadows a grim decline. This 
film makes a wonderful habit of entering 
ensemble scenes midsentence, creating a 
vérité feel without the sea-sickening cam- 
era, and it’s hard to find fault with the 
casting: Catherine Keener, gently butch as 
the conscience of the film, Harper Lee, 
nails Capote’s alter ego and “research as- 
sistant,” hired for her ability to steward 
the writer into Holcomb, Kan.’s house- 
wives’ hearts.

Chicken Little The actual.“Chicken Little” 
fairy tale is basically a cautionary story 
about causing mass hysteria. An acorn 
bops a hen on the head and she leads a 
gaggle of silly animals to their deaths in a 
fox’s lair. Disney’s version opens with the 
same premise. Chicken Little (a boy in this 
movie, voiced by Zach Braff) causes panic 
when he claims that something from the 
sky fell on his noggin. There the fairy tale 
stops and, after being taffy-pulled into 
feature-length material, the father-son 
movie begins. Chicken Little becomes the 
town loser after dad (Garry Marshall) and 
others don’t believe him. Full of doubt, 
the teeny puffball decides to put the crazy 
episode behind him. But soon another 
piece of the sky falls, and Dad finally be- 
lieves his son under the laser light of a 
full-scale alien invasion a la War of the 
Worlds. A supporting cast of animals pro- 
vides familiar comic relief and references 
to our world are liberally added, including 
karaoke videos for kids and repeated use 
of the expression “Oh, snap!” Sappy 
Chicken Little will amuse children and 
overload the blood sugar of adults.

* Christmas in the Clouds Completed in 
2001, this film from NorCal director Kate 
Montgomery — only the second film al- 
lowed to shoot at Robert Redford’s Sun- 
dance Resort in Utah — finally trickles 
into a local theatrical run. The preholiday 
release is aptly timed; despite a slight 
made-for-TV-movie scent that wafts 
around it, Christmas in the Clouds is actu- 
ally rather charming. A struggling ski re- 
sort run by a Native American tribe snaps 
into action when they discover a critic 
from a top travel guide will be paying an 
anonymous visit; mistaken identities and 
romantic entanglements ensue. Go-get- 
ting general manager Ray Clouds on Fire

Charles Schine (Clive Owen) and Lucinda 
Harris (Jennifer Aniston) are married cor- 
porate execs who meet on the commuter 
train to Chicago. After some cutesy flirt- 
ing, the two decide to pursue the affair in 
a dive hotel in the city (the film revives 
the Reagan era’s fear and loathing of all 
things urban). But before you can wonder 
what Brad thinks of Jen’s big scene, an 
amusingly articulate thug comes upon the 
lovebirds for money and kicks. Upon dis- 
covering the two execs are “messing 
around,” he begins blackmailing them, 
and the movie chugs along towards its in- 
evitable plot twists and script-doctored 
climaxes. Derailed is an ominous name for 
a first business venture, and, indeed, the 
film lives up to the title within its first reel 
when we realize these characters don’t 
make sense, and, worse yet, we don’t care 
what happens to them; one moment 
Charles is an ineffectual homebody, and 
the next he’s stabbing some hooligan.

Director 
Clooney takes his cue from this moment 
in television history, using real film clips 
and plucking Murrow’s on-air dialogue 
from transcripts. The result is a period- 
authentic, eerily resonant snapshot of a 
time when national security issues could 
trump the rights of individuals, and fear 
kept most Americans woefully silent.

Treadwell. Treadwell lived for five seasons, 
without a gun, with his beloved bears, in 
Alaska’s Katmai National Park and Re- 
serve, extensively videotaping his own life 
and his wildlife for a nature series before 
he was killed and devoured along with his 


girlfriend, Amie Huguenard, in 2003. Her- 
zog has shot his share of nonnarrative 
cinematic poetry, but he refrains in Griz- 
zly Man, giving the fascinating story of 
the late activist, would-be nature-doc star, 
and wannabe grizzly a wide, respectful 
berth, as if he wanted to allow the slum- 
bering beast within Treadwell to come out 
and caper on film.

He takes 
the hard way with his found footage, re- 
fusing to score off it, instead imbuing it 
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with a newfound specificity. At their most 
ominous these shorts tend toward a dis- 
quieting stillness, crafted with a clinical 
edge. The individual films are chains of 
vignettes, cut with astringent irony, even 
when capturing subjects of great charm 
and vivacity, such as his young daughter 
(as in I Used to Be a Filmmaker, a witty 
conception of fatherhood as formalist 
filmmaking).

(Unsurprisingly, 
Hitler was a big fan, as are contemporary 
neo-Nazi groups.) In this shocking, lively 
doc, New Yorker Levin — with the assis- 
tance of his father, who recalls coping 
with anti-Semitism during his Brooklyn 
childhood — explores how and why the 
Protocols have risen in popularity since 
9/11. The interviewees include both a 
Holocaust denier and a Holocaust sur- 
vivor; an Arab American newspaper pub- 
lisher who printed the Protocols after the 
World Trade Center attacks; the head of 
white power group the National Alliance; 
and grinning Christians emerging from 
The Passion of the Christ. Interestingly, 
pretty much the only folks who wouldn’t 
chat with Levin were so-called Hollywood 
Jews: We see Levin unsuccessfully phone- 
tagging with Rob Reiner, Larry David, and 
others. (1:35) Opera Plaza. (Eddy) 
Quality of Life Local filmmaker Benjamin 
Morgan shot this genuine indie in the Mis- 
sion District, following two young graffiti 
whizzes (Lane Garrison and cowriter Brian 
Burnam) after they’re arrested for “bomb- 
ing”: One goes straight, the other contin- 
ues tagging, despite the city’s tendency to 
treat graffiti artists like armed robbers. 
“This city is covered in bullshit!” one boy 
rages. “What gives them the right to jam 
that bullshit down my throat?” So he de- 
cides to jam his bs down theirs by combing 
the blighted, decaying industrial side of 
San Francisco to create beauty in the 
wasteland: In one desolate, lovely, long 
shot, a warehouse spread of graffiti resem- 
bles a field of wildflowers. The film’s social 
conscience and persecuted-artist theme — 
focused on the “quality of life” statute’s 
draconian antigraffiti penalties — lumpily 
cohere with the acting-exercise feel of the 
dramatic bits, which ramp up to an im- 
plausibly overwrought climax. Though six 
people are credited with the story, the film 
feels padded, and the carpet-to-carpet 
soundtrack of hip-hop/alt-darlings is re- 
lied on to do too much of the dramatic 
work. But when it comes to capturing a 
specific milieu and subculture, Morgan, a 
former social worker, and Burnam, a 
quondam street calligrapher, achieve au- 
thenticity.

Saw Il Last year’s Saw owed its surprise 
success not just to its creative brutality, but 
also to the slippery twists that let up only 
when the end credits began to roll. The se- 
quel suffers a bit, then, because not only do 
you expect bigger, better, more blood- 
thirsty business — you also anticipate the 
eventual last-act revelation. Also, vindictive 
cancer patient Jigsaw (Tobin Bell) seems 
less menacing this time, probably because 
he’s on camera chatting with his new 
nemesis, Det. Eric Mathews (Donnie 
Wahlberg), for half the movie. The killer's 
identity is certain, but what of the hapless 
victims targeted by Jigsaw’s latest deadly 
morality lesson? This time there are more 
unwilling, unfortunate participants (a dis- 
parate group that includes Mathews’s 
teenage son), and instead of a grimy room, 
their prison is a whole grimy house (it’s 
The Real World: Torture Chamber!). The 
larger scale means Saw IT is less tightly 
wound than its predecessor, and a little 
lower on the “Holy shit!” scale. However, 
the gruesome good stuff is all there — eye- 
balls gouged, brains splattered, etc. — and 
that’s what we really care about, isn’t it?

Cruel and unusual 


here’s a sometimes mystifying disconnect between hype and quality at the 
Sundance Film Festival that each year sees certain films wildly overrated while 


others are almost completely ignored. This year, for instance, such good, but far 
from great, movies as 40 Shades of Blue and The Squid and the Whale grabbed 
major prizes denied the far richer Junebug. And The Dying Gaul, the first directorial 
feature by playwright-scenarist Craig Lucas (Longtime Companion, Prelude to a 
Kiss), was generally shrugged off as a misfire. Passed on by major-league distribu- 
tors, it has ended up as perhaps the starriest and slickest US feature ever captured 
by ever-gay-subject-matter-friendly Strand Releasing. One worries the unappetiz- 
ingly titled film may still be too thorny even for most gay audiences, let alone aver- 
age art-house ones. It’s not exactly a feel-good movie, allowing for the fact that 
seeing Campbell Scott and Peter Sarsgaard naked together and screwing can in- 
deed feel pretty good. Sarsgaard plays Robert, an NYC writer flown to La La Land by 
studio executive Jeffrey (Scott), who wants his screenplay — one he’d written for 
the lover who recently died of AIDS and which Jeffrey’s wife, Elaine (Patricia Clark- . 
son), pronounces “perfect.” Yet it is the way of Hollywood that perfection can al- 
ways be improved on, or at least made more marketable; thus Jeffrey begins se- 
ducing Robert into creative compromises. He also seduces him in the more tradi- 
tional fashion, even as oblivious cuckold Elaine takes a passionate, quasimaternal 
interest in the still-grieving author. When her good intentions get wire-crossed with 
the boys’ misbehavior, this loaded triangle takes several perverse, eventually 
macabre turns. Adapted from his stage play, Lucas's script cuts sharp as a knife, 
recalling the terse psychological sadism of vintage Harold Pinter, albeit with more 
warmly rounded characters. The denouement, however, may be crueler than any- 
thing in Pinter’s ouevre. Shamelessly schematic, effectively cinematic, and brilliant- 
ly performed by all three principals (especially Sarsgaard, pushing himself just shy 
of excess mannerism), The Dying Gaulis a striking gambit that will reward those

Autumn 


y late spring, the wildflowers have burst 

into lusty profusion on the hillsides of 

Marin County, and the winding roads of 

the headlands are heavily trafficked with 

weekenders eager to see them. But as we 
discovered on a recent Saturday in November, 
Mount Tamalpais and its environs are equally 
striking in autumn. Hiking up Mount Tam is al- 
ways a study in contrasts, the grasslands alternat- 
ing with mossy forests that have grown up 
around the streams winding down the mountain. 
But with the chill of fall setting in, the wildflowers 
and the tall grasses had been bleached bone white 
and lay in thick whorls on the ground, like a Van 
Gogh painting drained of its colors, or the hide of 
a big, cowlicky polar bear. 

On the weekend in question, we'd driven the 
hour north from San Francisco to Stinson Beach 
with the goal of hiking up the western side of 
Mount Tam. Ditching the car in the beach’s pub- 
lic parking lot off Highway 1, we headed to the 
Stinson Beach Fire Station, at the intersection of 
Highway 1 and Belvedere. Behind the station is 
the Stinson Beach Community Center, and be- 
hind that is the inconspicuous Matt Davis trail-

head, which zigzags its way up to the Coastal Trail 
before ending at the Mountain Home Inn. 

One step onto the trail and we were surrounded 
by the thick smell of eucalyptus, fennel, and pine 
sap. Gradually we wound our way up, past jagged 
rocks and juicy-looking banana slugs. Periodically, 
people with numbers pinned to their fronts would 
race past us — we'd accidentally stumbled on the 
last leg of the annual Stinson Beach Marathon. 
This could easily have been deeply annoying, as the 
Matt Davis trail is only wide enough for one per- 
son. However, as we pressed ourselves against the 
rock face, each sweaty passerby bounding past was 
unfailingly polite and pleasant. 

Virtually everything that could conceivably 
grow on top of something else seemed to be 
doing so. Most of the trees were covered in Mup- 
pety green overgrowth. Vines slithered hither and 
yon overhead, and any plant capable of it was 
sending green shoots out in all directions. We 
came upon an industrious striped spider munch- 
ing on a wriggling bug, then the Table Rock Falls, 
narrow, clear, and fast-moving, the surrounding 
rock bearing the unmistakable jagged stripes of 
long-ago earthquakes. Above the falls we found 


Table Rock itself, a fine place to lie flat and watch 
the hawks wheeling overhead. 

It took us about an hour to hike the 1,600 feet 
up to the Coastal Trail, where the Matt Davis 
temporarily vanishes, reappearing at the Pantoll 
ranger’s station. We headed south on the Coastal 
Trail until we found a good place to flump down, 
eat our sandwiches, and watch the fog move 
around the peaks we were too lazy to climb. Above 
us, hang gliders joined the hawks in the sky, look- 
ing like frail plastic toys from the supermarket 
checkout aisle. 

If we'd been a more industrious type of hiker, 
we would perhaps have continued along the 
Coastal Trail to where it meets up with the famous 
Dipsea Trail, which would have taken us in a loop 
and deposited us close to our starting point. The 
sun was getting low, though, so we doubled back 
into the woods, where the feathery moss swad- 
dling the trees was now backlit by the setting sun. 

Back in town, before heading to the car, we pit- 
stopped at the coffee cart outside the town’s solo 
grocery store for enormous hot cocoas with 
whipped cream. We sat outside on a bench in the 
chilly dusk, and a very well-mannered pit bull of 
unknown ownership wandered over and watched 
us wistfully. Customers pulled up in their trucks 
and leaped out to coo at a puppy capering around 
in a playpen beside the coffee cart. “Don’t let him 
bite you,” the barista warned, sternly. “We're trying

to teach him not to bite the customers.” 

The five o'clock Klaxon sounded, whether di- 
recting people to turn their attention to the pink- 
and-gold sunset or telling them to get out of the 
water and away from vicious sharks, we weren't 
sure. (We later learned it was a test of the tsunami 
alert system.) People with kites raced up and 
down the beach, and couples huddled in the tall 
grasses. We decided to catch the sunset while driv- 
ing back on Highway 1. 

Ahead of us a pokey automobile trundled 
along, its driver, keeping to a steady 10 miles an 
hour, clearly troubled by the absence of guard 
rails. But then, that’s what happens on the 1. It’s 
practically the law. We cranked up the stereo, 
rolled down the windows, and moseyed our way 
back into the city.
